At Town Hall: 


Board looks at some 
school building ideas 


Among the parents: 


Wyman Parents want more 
time, information on closing 


Selectmen discussed at their meeting 
Monday the disposition of any school 
buildings which might become available as a 
result of affirmative action on the school 
committee’s proposed changes in the Town’s 
School System. 

Under Superintendent William Mac¬ 
donald’s plan, both the Noonan and Wyman 
Schools would become vacant and their 
disposition left to the Selectmen. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan urged the use 
of one of them as a Senior Citizens’ Center, 
using Town funds if necessary to rehabilitate 
the building. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins suggested 
also using one of the buildings for office space 
for the selectmen if the cost of maintaining 
the building would be reasonable. 

Other ideas brought up included the use of 
the buildings as branch libraries and physical 
education facilities. Selectman William 


Chapman said placement of the schools lends 
itself to the neighborhood concept and by 
using them as neighborhood facilities the 
townspeople could keep the buildings almost 
completely open as resource centers, a new 
idea. 

Sullivan noted that while the selectmen 
could be faced with disposition of the school 
buildings in a very short time, if a “Save 
Wyman” or “Save Noonan” group became 
active, the proposed school plan could come 
to the floor of Town Meeting. 

Selectmen Chairman Lawrence Smith, will 
attend a meeting Thursday night, October 2, 
at the Wyman School to discuss the planned 
closings. He urged other members of the 
board to also attend. 

The next meeting of the board is scheduled 
for Tuesday, October 7, to allow the board to 
attend the public hearing on the school plans 
on October 6. 


More than 150 Wyman School parents, 
teachers, and staff agreed at a meeting 
Thursday to ask the school committee to 
provide more data about their decision to 
close Wyman School. 

They also urged postponing by a month the 
public hearing on this major shakeup in the 
school system. The hearing is now scheduled 
for Oct. 6. 

Mary Pronski, the only school committee 
member attending the evening meeting, 
offered to propose these items to the school 
committee. 

Cathy Alexander, president of the Wyman 
Parents Association, said that she learned 
from Superintendent William MacDonald’s 
office that Wyman is included in the proposed 
school closing plan for three reasons: 

1) The cost of maintaining the plant is too 
great; 

2) It is more feasible to close a school 
centrally located, as is Wyman, than one on 
the periphery of town; 

3) There is a possibility that the selectmen 
will want the building for their offices. 

Ms. Pronski said proposals concerning the 
closing of Wyman, Lincoln, and Noonan 
Schools were eight months in the planning 
and that “every available alternate plan has 
been scrutinized.” In response to a question 


about what precipitated this plan, she 
responded, “Enrollments are decreasing 
annually by at least 100. We have to bite the 
bullet sometime.” 

Ms. Pronski vehemently stated over and 
over that this proposal “is not cast in con- 
crete”and that if Wyman could suggest a total 
plan to encompass even the junior high school 
situation, the school committee would be 
“receptive.” 

This statement brought one of the parents 
to his feet. He said that for the school to come 
up with an alternate plan was not necessary. 
“The school committee is putting us in a very 
bad position,” he said. “They want us to come 
up with something better, but we think what 
we have now is very good.” 

This sentiment was applauded and 
seconded by most of the people present, who 
reiterated their belief in the neighborhood 
school concept. 

A second meeting has been scheduled for 
Oct. 2 at Wyman, with invitations to Mr. 
MacDonald, the school committee, select¬ 
men, parents and staff of all schools and the 
townspeole. A committee was formed from 
the Wyman parents to evaluate the data to be 
presented at this meeting and to consider 
ways to assure Wyman’s opening in 1976.

Firefighter seeking transfer to 
another town: Policy question 


A Winchester firefighter who is moving to 
another town has requested of Fire Chief 
Robert McElhinney permission to transfer to 
the new (own as a firefighter. 

All of the paperwork has been completed, 
according to Selectman John J. Sullivan who 
said Fire Chief Robert McElhinney consulted 
with him because of it being a matter in a 
“grey” area. 

Firefighters, under Civil Service rules, are 
allowed to transfer from one town to another 
hut must have the authority of the fire chief in 
the town the employee is leaving. 

Sullivan said the matter becomes 
philosophical. 

Repeating McElhinney’s assessment of 
the firefighter. Sullivan said the man is a 
qualified medical technician who has taken 


several courses which he paid for himself. He 
is considered a good worker and one 
McElhinney does not want to lose. 

The transfer will benefit the firefighter not 
only because he is moving to the new town but 
his salary will be higher. 

In discussion, selectmen said in cases 
where an employee receives further 
education while on the job at the expense of 
the town, he should be be obliged to complete 
a certain number of years’ employment so 
that the town will reap from its investment. 

In the case of the firefighter who did not 
benefit from courses paid for by the town, 
Sullivan said not to authorize the transfer 
might make for an unhappy employee. 

Meanwhile, the firefighter awaits the 
decision of the fire chief.

Town violation 
of EPA; citation 
seen ‘procedural’ 

Winchester expects to receive a notice of 
violation from the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) this week because the town’s 
incinerator does not meet federal standards 
as of July 31, an extension date'given to 
Winchester and other violating communities 
in which to comply. 

According to Selectman John J. Sullivan 
who talked with Gerald Levy of the federal 
EPA, the citation will be “procedural.” 

Sullivan said Levy understands Win¬ 
chester has been working on its solid waste 
problem, its setback with contractors, and its 
change in direction for a transfer station. 
However, because the town has not given a 
compliance plan and target date for com¬ 
pletion, EPA is forced to act, said Levy. 

On September 23, in an effort to bring EPA 
uptodate, Vartkes K. Karian, chairman of the 
Waste Disposal Problems Study Committee, 
sent Levy a status report. 

The report covered activities of the 
Committee from the time it was established 
by the 1971 annual town meeting to the 
present with the latest being that C. E. 
Maguire, Inc., a consulting engineering firm, 
has been hired to design a receiving station to 
Serve as a transfer station. Maguire is 
preparing specifications and bidding 
documents for construction of this station. 

Tedt borings were scheduled to be un¬ 
dertaken this past Monday.

Real estate tax

If this 
is I he case, Miss Thomas requests they 
contact the tax colfector’s office for a 
duplicate. 

All real estate bills were mailed out in the 
record owners name as of January 1. 

The tax collector will be extending office 
hours for the convenience of taxpayers as 
follows: 

Tuesday, October 28, and Thursday, 
October 30. from 8:30 a.m. to 8 p.m.; also 
Saturday, November 1,8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

Public hearing 

There will be a public hearing on proposed 
districting and a recent census as required by 
the town charter on October 14 in the select¬ 
men’s meeting room at the Town Hall. 

A preliminary report by selectmen in¬ 
dicates there will be eight districts rather 
than the previous six. Each district will have 
about 2,900 voters. 

Interested residents may visit the select¬ 
men’s office between 8:30 a.m. and 4:30 p.m 
Monday through Friday, except Columbus 
Day, October 13, to examine names and 
addresses of voters in each of the proposed 
districts. There is also a map of the town 
showing geographic boundaries available for 
inspection. 


Salary ranges for police and fire chiefs in 
Winchester are now under review by the 
personnel board and selectmen. 

The personnel board reported to selectmen 
this week with a preliminary recom¬ 
mendation, but before putting the topic on the 
docket for discussion, on the suggestion of 
Arthur Dunbar, selectmen decided to ask 
personnel for data used in arriving at their 
recommendation. 

According to Selectmen Chairman 
Lawrence T. Smith, the proposed ranges of 
ihe chiefs are not the same. This, however, 
does not mean the final set salaries have to 
differ, said Smith. 

Providing background, Smith said several 
years ago the state legislature passed a law lo 
the effect that the salary of a fire and police 


Safety officer John W. McKinley will be 
asked by selectmen to review automobile 
parking on Nelson street. 

The action was prompted by a telephone 
call from a Nelson street resident to Select¬ 
man John J. Sullivan Sunday because of an 
unusual problem. 

It seems a family member of the caller is 
wheelchair-bound and when persons stop to 
visit (priest, doctor) or to deliver their cars 
are tagged by police on this street whith 
allows no parking except on weekends and is 
well-patroled. 

Sullivan explained the caller does not have 
a driveway which compounds the problem 
lie said several of the homes on the street do 
not have driveways and residents who do 
share theirs with neighbors to alleviate some 
of the difficulty. 

Before the entrance to the high school was 
blocked off several months ago, Nelson street 
residents were able to utilize the high school 
parking lot, but now they have nowhere to go. 

The board, empathetic lo the caller, 
agreed they should not allow parking on one 
side of the street because this would be a set 
back Before no parking was enforced, 
residents complained of blocked driveways

Hockey rink license hearing 


scheduled by the selectmen 


A public hearing is tentatively scheduled 
lor October 14 to determine if the Selectmen 
should Grant a public amusement license to 
Universal Sports Arenas, Inc. for Hockey 
Games on their promises by paid admissions. 

The request from Ralph P. Tedesco, 
president, asks for a license for games to be 
played on Monday, Wednesday, and Saturday 
from 12 noon until 10:30 p.m., from December 
17. 1975 Go March 20, 1976. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan, in response to 
requests from townspeople in the Conant road 
area, would like to see some restrictions put 
on the license, should it be granted. 

He specifically suggested that Universal 
Sports Arenas be responsible for cleaning up 
litter after the games, provide suitable 
parking, maintain two policemen on duty, and 
make sure the lights and fan do not interfere 
with the comfort of the townspeople in the 


area. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall suggested 
that “restrictions on the license would have to 
bear a reasonable relationship to public 
safety and convenience.” He also would want 
Ihe Winchester Police Department to provide 
selectmen with complaints received to date 
concerning use of the arena. The Board of 
Health. Winchester Fire Department, and the 
building department will be asked lo check 
out the facility before the date of the hearing. 

Sullivan requested that Ralph P. Tedesco 
be given access to all such information which 
comes to the board so that he might have an 
opportunity to make plans and present them 
at the public hearing. 

Questions at the hearing will be confined to 
discussion regarding the restrictions to be 
placed on the public amusement license and 
will be directed to the chairman of the 
Selectmen.

Somewhere along the line, someone said something to the effect that a 
“democracy can rise no higher than the Intelligence, conscience and pur¬ 
pose of the Individual citizen.” In other words, it’s the more familiar chain’s 
strength being no greater than its weakest link. How true. 

In either case, regardless of which parallel you choose, it applies to 
nations, states, municipalities from the mightiest to the tiniest- be they 
the United States or the faroff rural communities of Northern Maine that 
are so sparsely inhabited that they have numbers for names (Township No. 
4). 

And it applies equally, as well, to Winchester and its citizens. 

Specifically, at the moment, it is meaningful in regard to town affairs. 

Outstanding among affairs of state right now is the proposal to change 
the concept of the Winchester Public School System, an event that has 
captured the attention of the entire community. 

While some aspects of its changes will touch little, if at all, the lives of 
some children, it will have profound changes in the lives of others. True it is 
that Winchester has a splendid neighborhood type school system, and truer 
still many would like to keep it that way. But for those for whom it will 
remain the same, whose youngsters will escape the main thrust of change, it 
is nevertheless an important matter to which they should focus their full 
attention. 

They cannot afford to leave it to others to see that the right thing is done 
by the town’s officials in this case the school committee. They cannot 
stand idly by and be spectators to the dramatic changes that are being 
sought. They must join the parents of the Wyman School, parents of Noonan 
School, parents of the Junior high schools, parents of other schools that will 
be affected. They must lend their voices, their power to the dialogue that is 
surely to come in the days, weeks and months that lie ahead. 

Already, the parents of the Wyman School, in themselves an epitomatic 
example of the warm, close-knit neighborhood concept they seek to 
preserve, have answered the citizens’ call to activism. 

While their motive obviously is to keep the Wyman School open, 
operating as an elementary school as It is now, they have not condemned the 
proposal of Superintendent William C. MacDonald. His plan would close 
Wyman and two other elementary schools and combine the two junior high 
schools into one. 

They met at the school last Thursday night, and will do so again tonight. 
They were so swift to action, that at the mere hint of a threat of closing of 
their school (which has been an open secret for a long time), they had 
automobile bumper stickers all ready to be pasted on the morning after the 
superintendent’s report became public. But they did ask that the school 
! committee go slow, and in an easy-does-it manner, postpone their scheduled 
j (Oct. 6) public hearing and come back with more information, more definite 
{figures, before they open it up to public debate. That seems fair enough. 

; For after all, the announcement of the plan by Superintendent 
(MacDonald the night of Sept. 22, has not allowed all that much time for 
! individual or parental or citizen group investigation and study, to allow such 
(parties to ask probing, vitally important questions that may need to be 
. asked at a public hearing. 

Furthermore, there is a strong mood atyot now around town to have the 
j entire matter go to the town meeting floor. So the more information that is 
[forthcoming, the better for all concerned. 

And certainly, all should be concerned. 

The superintendent’s proposal may be found to be the best course to 
follow, perhaps the only one in an ever-changing society. He suggested that 
he would like to see it implemented by September of 1976. But he also said it 
could wait until but not later than September of 1977. 

Ordinarily, we would urge that the public hearing be held. But in this 
case, there seems to be an undertone that it might result in affirmative 
action for the superintendent’s plan sooner than anyone would like to see it, 
if at all. That is merely unfounded speculation, however, that even mem¬ 
bers of the school committee might not be conscious of at this juncture. 

However, if a month’s delay is all the Wyman parents want to allow them 
more time to prepare a better case, they should have it. If it is not their 
right, it should at least be their privilege. 

Meanwhile, other elements of the town boards, officials, town meeting 
members, parents everyone, should join the dialogue, get Involved. 

You owe it to yourself and your children to be a strong link in the 
chain of community concern. - J.R.S.

Longer ago than I wish to recall, I attended 
a school in Switzerland with a boy from a 
town with the then unfamiliar name of 
Winchester. At the time my home was New 
York City, still a civilized, safe and 
sometimes wonderful hometown on a larger 
scale than Winchester; but New England, the 
twang of the little town named after Col. 
William Parsons Winchester and the 
character of my school chum all made me 
want to see this town someday. 

I did visit it in 1963, at night, and I seem to 
remember beyond the unstinting 
hospitality of my old schoolchum’s family a 
better lit railroad station, large estates and 
fresh air. 

My life and profession writing took 
me far field until, quite by chance, Win 
Chester became my home town about five 
years ago; I had obtained a writing job in the

commute from my in laws’ place at Falmouth 
was too long and too arduous. 

So, my wife and I set out to find a place 
nearby; and we chose Winchester for a 
number of reasons.

The 
inhabitants of Winchester proper, that is to 
say the civic servants and storekeepers of the 
Center, are largely a fine group of people. 
And the train service to and from Boston was 
just fine (if other areas of the country knew 
what a pleasure it was to commute by 
frequent trains to and from a large city, our 
energy crisis might be solved) 

Yes, there have always been a lot of 
plusses, for me and my family, about Win¬ 
chester I must not neglect a school system 
which has treated my small daughters ex¬ 
ceedingly well; nor the library, where most of 
my research wants have been met with 
genuine professionalism and extreme 
courtesy (considering my constant demand- 
si. 1 have had Iny disgreements about politics 
and a few odd philosophical set to’s; but it's 
all been very civilized 

I am still a bit pole-axed by the way a very 
small number of high school students can give 
a predominantly responsible and well- 
behaved student body a rough reputation, 
with virtually no peer pressure in return from 
the good kids. But this is not the place for 
negtives. 

I am writing to vote a grand hurrah and a 
fervent thanks to a particular segment of 
Winchester, because of a personal experience

School alternative 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Winchester taxpayers can save twice as 
much money by closing Lynch Junior High 
and the school superintendent’s mansion 
headquarters rather than the proposed three 
neighborhood schools. Why? Because only the 
Noonan building is to be closed. I submit three 
alternate plans: 

1. Send Lynch Junior High School students 
to Ambrose and the Ambrose students to 
Wyman and Parkhurst, their original schools. 

2. Send part ol the ninth grade to the high 
school and the other junior high students to 
McCall 

J. Lincqjn could be switched to a junior high 
as proposed and the Lincoln students 
distributed among the surrounding 
elementary schools. 

The school superintendent’s office could be 
moved into a converted classroom wing of one 
of the elementary schools. Obviously, the 
attendance lines would need to be shifted one 
or two blocks in a number of cases. 

No little children would need to be bussed 
away from their homes to the outer edge of 
town. The uniform neighborhood character of 
ihe schools that gives a special character to 
the town would be maintained rather than 
increasing the concentration of little children 
in a large impersonal atmosphere. 

One certainly wonders if the main concern 
of the superintendents is not to cover up 
mistakes of the recent past in providing too 
much school space that was poorly located for 
carrying out a neighborhood school concept. 
It is hard for officials to accept blame and to 
wipe out their mistakes by returning to the 
original neighborhood schools. If the concept 
of regional schools is accepted, the other 
elementary schools with shrinking 
enrollments cannot be far behind. 

Furthermore, Lynch Junior High can 
probably be more easily returned to private 
taxpaying status than the other properties 
thus lightening the taxpayer’s burden even 
more. If Wyman is simply to be renovated for 
use by the selectman rather than being sold to 
private interests, obviously no money is 
saved on that closing. Busing is not free so 
there is a net loss every year thereafter

Every Winchester taxpayer should take a 
hard look at School Superintendent William 
MacDonald’s proposal 'to close three 
elementary schools and combine the junior 
highs. 

Winchester taxpayers should find it un¬ 
tenable that a major restructuring of school 
building utiliziation, a breaking up of the 
neighborhood school system, and redistric- 
ling should even be contemplated without 
addressing the matter of the future use of the 
buildings with exact cost figures in hand.

wide attiludinal survey conducted at tax¬ 
payers’ expense and so eagerly desired by the 
School Committee as a guideline and possible 
decision-making tool. 

While Winchester taxpayers in areas other 
than the Wyman, Noonan, and Lincoln 
districts may feel complacent that the 
proposal does not touch their elementary 
schools, their downy beds could be severely 
slashed when they receive the figures on what 
it might take to operate either the Wyman or 
Noonan School by another town department 
once these pieces of real estate are removed 
from the school department. 

The Wyman building is thought to be more 
desirable for use by other town departments 
with rumors circulating that the selectmen 
are eyeing the building for town offices. 

The school administration and the School 
Committee say it is not their problem to d^'i 
with the future of these schools; it is a i. .utter 
for the selectmen. 

If the Wyman structure is to be used by 
another town department, it is conceivable it 
could cost Winchester taxpayers more to 
operate annually, on a 12-month per year 
basis, then it does to operate the structure as 
a school. 

Major restructuring of our present school 
system, based upon current declines in 
enrollment, is a short term Yemedy. National 
demographic predictions are that women who 
have reached child-bearing age and women 
who have postponed having children are now 
having these children who will be in our 
schools in the 1980s. To say the school 
enrollment problems of the 1980s is a problem 
for successors of present elected officials is a 
short-sighted response. 

Winchester taxpayers must ask exactly 
what the enrollment at Lynch as an 
elementary school would be in 1976 with the 
closing of Wyman, Noonan, and Lincoln 
elementary schools. 

Using present enrollment figures and 
without converting the Ambrose basement to 
accommodate more students, having all these 
students at Lynch would give Lynch an 
enrollment of 730 

The combined junior high schools would 
have an enrollment, taking present figures, of 
some 1,400 pupils. This is a major departure 
in philosophy to a bigger-is-better concept of 
education. 

Winchester taxpayers must ask the 
tangible costs of: disposal of the buildings; 
exact cost of the Lynch move to Lincoln; 
renovation of Lincoln; interconnection bet¬ 
ween the two schools; itemization of 
renovation of Ambrose; busing. 

If Wyman is to be utilized for town offices, 
one must add the expense of renovation of the 
building which will be considerable and the

Winchester town meeting members may 
be asked to appropriate $1,000 for a tricen¬ 
tennial. (That’s 100 years from now.) 

According to Lenore Frazier of 15 Yale st., 
who proposed the idea, if Winchester takes 
$1,000 and puts it in a bank until the year 2075, 
the town will have $211,000 by figuring at a 5' -j 
per cent interest rate. 

Such action, said Mrs. Frazier, would have 
the people living at that time blessing those in 
Winchester today. 

Selectmen asked Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall if such action would be legal. Randall 
said there would be no legal prohibition. 

The discussion was fairly serious until 
Selectman William Chapman said he’d like to 
“ruminate on the matter.’’ 

With that John Sullivan’s eyes rolled 
around his head and he asked Chapman: 
“What’s ruminate?” 

“I want to chew on it,” responded Chap¬ 
man. 

Sullivan said: “If inflation keeps up tkc 
way it is now, there won’t be enough for a 
phone call 100 years from now.” 

While Chapman takes on the role of a 
pondering cow chewing on a cud and Town 
Counsel Randall comes up with an opinion, 
the rest of us might ask: 

What bank? 

Will it still be around in 2075? 

Will we be using dollars or- food or some 
other means of exchange in 2075? 

Will Winchester still be on the map or a 
victim of a new ice age or some holocaust? 

On the positive side, maybe $1,000 is not 
enough to invest in the future. If the economy 
is stable and banks and their custom of 
granting interest are still in tact, why not 
increase the initial deposit for special 
tricentennial projects such as a senior 
citizens center, a new police station and a 
swimming pool at Leonard Beach? 

Or maybe Winchester’s citizens of 2075 can 
offer a grant to the state’s Department of 
Human Services and make life more humane 
for residents of prisons, institutions for 
mentally ill and mentally retarded. 

All joking and cynicism aside, Mrs. 
Frazier should be commended for her far- 
reaching innovative idea. She is the kind of 
person we should all try to emulate because of 
her concern for her fellow humans and the 
environment. 

Selectman William Chapman came up 
with a good idea this week during a discussion 
with his colleagues on future uses of the 
Wyman and Noonan Schools if Supt. of 
Schools William C. MacDonald’s proposal to 
close them is approved by the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

Chapman suggested having Wyman and 
Noonan Schools become neighborhood 
resource centers containing branch libraries 
(perhaps under the charge of the Winchester 
Public Library trustees) and offering 
playground activities for after school. 

As Chapman noted, any school in Win¬ 
chester is close enough to all the children for 
academic education, but a place in the neigh¬ 
borhood where a child can go after school can 
provide additional education. 

A woman in the Wyman School district this 
week told me the town, in her opinion, has 
always needed a teen center. It is apparent to 
many that this is a need in Winchester and 
what better place to have one than in a vacant 
school? 

This would not necessarily reject the idea 
of a senior citizens center. Why couldn’t a 
building become a resource and recreation 
center for citizens of all ages? Old, young and 
those in between mingling together and 
learning with and from each other ... I like 
that thought. It’s possible. And there could be 
so many benefits for all. 

Selectmen and Rep. Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh recently indicated concern to MDC 
Commissioner John F. Snedeker because of 
two drownings at Sandy Beach at the Mystic 
Lakes this past summer within a period of six 
days. 

In a response from Paul F. McDevitt, chief 
administrative assistant and legislative aide 
to Snedeker, it was noted that both deaths 
occurred after the beach was officially closed 
and life guards had gone home.

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

I am writing The Star to request in¬ 
formation regarding whom one should con¬ 
tact at Logan Airport about the abundance of 
low-flying aircraft going over Winchester. 
This information has been published several 
times during the past few years. 

The recent spell of bad weather has been a 
nerve-wracking reminder that our town is 
indeed in the path of one (or several) landing 
patterns at Logan. My concern about this 
matter is both personal and general. 

I find it extremely difficult to go about my 
activities peacefully with the constant sen¬ 
sation of something bearing down upon me 
out of the sky-or mist, as the case may be. At 
times it is even necessary to discontinue 
conversations (especially outdoors) or ac¬ 
tivities until the noise and vibrations cease. 
Assuming that there are others who share this 
discomfort I think it imperative that this be 
made known to those who make the decisions 
regarding traffic control at Loogan. Unless 
they are aware of the feelings and opinions of 
Winchester residents they have every right to 
assume that the current policies are com¬ 
pletely acceptable. 

I am not suggesting that the burden of the 
air-traffic problem should be bourne com¬ 
pletely by other communities (East Boston, 
Winthrop, etc.). This is not an acceptable 
solution. I am suggesting, however, that 
Winchester cannot afford to remain unin¬ 
formed about and unconcerned with the 
complex problems that face Logan Airport. 
The length and location of runways, how and 
when they are used, and numerous other 


considerations are, by virtue of our proximity 
to the airport, Winchester’s problems, too. 
Unless we become actively involved in 
solving them we are likely to find ourselves 
having to absorb increasing amounts of noise, 
vibration, and air polution.

I had a few weeks ago. 

Without going into the details of how it 
happened, I suffered a ruptured, slipped or 
torn disc a few weeks ago; it got to the point 
where I could no longer withstand the pain or 
the spasms that any fellow-sufferer will 
immediately know were excruciating. 

My wife phoned the police, and in 
moments, three officers — Kevin Mawn, 
William Wright and William O’Neill - were 
at my door and in my bedroom with a stret¬ 
cher. I am not a small man, and I was in 
extreme pain; these gentlemen in blue 
"handled me like a baby. They lifted my bulk 
onto a stretcher and inched it down a narrow, 
winding staircase with nary a jolt; they had 
me into the police ambulance, at the hospital 
and into some form of relief in minutes. And 
they did it with no complaints, and at great 
danger to themselves; since the passages 
through which they fit me and the stretcher 
were akin to the eye of a needle being 
threaded. 

They should be recognized as the heroes 
they are, despite the fact that I am sure they 
do much of the same every day for many 
individuals without excessive praise. It’s easy 
to forget when the crisis is past. I will never 
forget these great guys and their per¬ 
formance of their duty. 

At the hospital, a deservedly notable team 
of physicians, Drs. Love, Kermonri and 
Boland, looked after me with great 
professionalism and care; their nurse and the 
entire staff of nurses and aides on the 
Orthopedic Ward of Winchester Hospital 
helped me through a terribly anxious and 
difficult period, when pain was hard to ignore, 
and life’s usual amenities were completely 
interrupted.

They are called “kitchen table publishers’’ 
and the books that they produce are collec¬ 
tors’ items in every community. 

Of course, these are the privately 
published recipe collections assembled by 
school, church, and other fund-raising 
groups. 

The advent of inexpensive offset printing 
processes which can reproduce typewritten 
copy, or the increasingly sophisticated office 
reproduction equipment which makes 
stencils by camera, or even the neighborhood 
photocopy center, can turn anyone into a 
small scale publisher. 

There is always a demand for cookbooks 
with contributed recipe favorites and Win¬ 
chester has its share. The Jaycee-ettes and 
Ihe Winchester Estates Garden Club put 
books out in the past. Immaculate Conception 
parish will have one out by the holidays. 

Mrs. William Platzoeder, co-editor, called 
Ihe Hearthstone to mention that Enka Society 
is reprinting its popular book which sold out 
Ihe first modest printing of 300 copies last 
year without any publicity. Mrs. Robert 
Jewell is the editor and Mrs. William Rhodes 
typed the book. 

Mrs. Platzoeder acknowleged the 
reprinting was easier than the original 
assembly which took place around the 
editor’s dining room table after weeks of 
recipe collecting and retyping. 

Each of the unique books is hand- 
assembled with 5 by 7-inch printed recipe 
cards held together with two large stationary 
supply binder rings. The book is easy to flip 
open and its compact size makes it an at¬ 
tractive hostess or holiday gift. 

Mrs. George L. Connor provides an extra 
touch on the title and divider pages with 
calligraphy copied from fourth century Irish 
script. Thomas Tracy of the Winchester High 
art department provided a cover desaign. 

Books are available from Mrs. Jewell 
before Christmas and later at the En Ka 
carnival in May. 

More than 100 members contributed 
recipes. They represent a cross section of 
Winchester cooks just os the organization 
represents a diversity of interests. 

Although plain and traditional recipes are 
included, the book is outstanding in foods for 
entertaining such as ways with appetizers, 
party casseroles, and cooking with wine and 
seasonings. 

Mrs. Platzoeder noted the lack of a table of 


contents or an index is a blessing in disguise. 
By repeatedly thumbing through the little 
book, a recipe seeker discovers many other 
recipes to try. 

En Ka’s famous casseroles have made 
their appearance at many meetings, parties 
and even the En Ka fair. One year the group 
sold some of it favorites ready for the freezer 
or that evening’s dinner. 

Here is a recipe for one of those casseroles. 
While thumbing through the book looking for 
a dessert I came upon this quickie cookie 
recipe contributed by Mrs. Kay Cardin. The 
wonderful lady who has contributed so much 
to dog and other animal welfare recently bid 
goodbye to Winchester but she left many 
friends behind. 

CHICKEN SUPREME 
(En Ka Casseroles) 

1 pkg frozen broccoli, cooked 
1 3-lb cooked chicken, cut up 
Make sauce: 2 cans condensed cream of 
chicken soup 
1 C mayonnaise 
1 tsp curry powder 
1 tsp lemon juice 
lMi TBSP sherry 

Place broccoli in greased casserole and 
lay chicken on top. Pour sauce over. Bake 350 
for 30 min. Serves 4-6. For triple recipe, use 
only double sauce. 

CHOCOLATE CHIP CORN FLAKE 
COOKIES 

Kay Cardin 
1-3 C brown sugar 
1-3 C granulated sugar 
1 C semisweet chocolate bits 
'/a tsp baking soda 
•4 tsp salt 

1 C sifted flour 

2 C corn flakes 
1-3 C butter 

1 egg 

Va tsp vanilla 

Blend butter, sugars and egg till fluffy. Sift 
flour, soda, & salt together and add. Stir in 
corn flakes. Blend well. Add chocolate bits 
and vanilla. Drop by tablespoon on greased 
cookie sheet. (Omit salt if using margarine.)

Winchester Youth Hockey in 
its first quarter century 


Winchester Youth Hockey was organized 
in 1950 and started out with a group of 80 boys 
who skated on Sunday mornings at the then 
outdoor and uncovered Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC) rink in Medford on the 
Stoneham - Medford line. The season ex¬ 
tended from late November to early March. 
The program was divided into two segments 
with the first being given to the formation of 
teams based upon age groups that played in 
an intramural or house league made up of 
boy3 from Winchester. 

This format of first Instructional and then 
intramural play continues today but with 180 
to 200 boys, and with two rinks, the original 
MDC Rink in Medford and now also the USA 
Rink in Winchester, all on Sundays. 

Since these early beginnings, formal 
leagues have formed whereby Winchester 
boys skate against their counterparts from 
other communities. The boys skating on these 
teams which are all registed under the 
Amateur Hockey Association, are selected 
via tryouts and generally are boys that 
started in the intrqmural or house league 
programs, having learned the game, and then 
developed their ability at this level. Currently 
Winchester Youth Hockey has nine traveling 
teams playing a 22 game schedule in the 12- 
town Middlesex Youth Hockey League, which 
is fully sanctioned and governed by the 
Amateur Hockey Association. The teams 
classified as: 

Mites (7 and 8 year olds) -1 team 

Squirts (9 and 10 year olds) -2 teams 

Pee Wees (11 and 12 year olds) -3 teams 

Bantams (13 and 14 year olds) -2 teams 

Midgets (15 and 16 year olds) —1 team 

The season through its 22 game schedule, 
which is played at the Ice Palace in 
Burlington, starts in early September and 
continues to February at which time playoffs 
commence with the winners going on to state 
and national tournaments which are all 
governed by the Amateur Hockey 
Association. Further Invitational Tour¬ 
nament play has resulted in trips to other 
cities and states as well as to Canada where 
three years ago, a Pee Wee All-Star team 
from the Middlesex Youth Hockey League 
coached by John Falla, president of Win¬ 
chester Youth Hockey, won the International 
, Pee Wee Tournament in Quebec. This Quebec 
Tournament has "world series” stature and it 
was the first time a team from the United 
States ever won. 

In the Pee Wee Division of the Middlesex 
Youth Hockey League each year, at the start 
of the season, the coaches submit seven to 
eight players’ names from their team that 
they feel might qualify for one of the two 
Middlesex Youth Hockey League Pee Wee All 
Star Teams. 

Those boys selected for the Braves All Star 
Team compete on television between periods 
of a Boston Bruins game at Boston Garden 
and in addition compete in the aforemen¬ 
tioned International Tournament in Quebec, 
Canada, for a week on an "all-expense-paid” 
basis. 

The boys qualifying for the Whalers All 
Star Team compete on television between 
periods of a New England Whalers game In 
Hartford, Connecticut, as well as compete in 
an International Tournament in Dalhousie, 
New Brunswick, Canada, on a similar ex¬ 
pense-free format. 

Values and philisophy expressed by 
Winchester Youth Hockey are consistent with 
raising youth in healthy but not overpowering 
competition. 

In its house league and intramural 
programs, "equal time” is the rule whereby 
each coach has to play each boy an equal 
amount of time. The traveling teams playing 
in the Middlesex Youth Hockey League play 
an "equal time” format but consistent with 
"win” hockey, whereby in close games, 
power play or shorthanded situations, a team 
will skate its better players.

Sachems in delayed opener

Watertown handed Winchester a 14-0 
defeat in the opening game of the 1975 season.

At Woburn industrial park 


Neighbors concerned about 
‘horrendous’ traffic, ask 
selectmen for assistance 


A woman living in the Holton street area was 
gravely concerned as she counted 140 trailer 
trucks passing her home one clay as they 
drove into the adjacent Woburn Industrial 
Park. 

The woman and several others in the 
neighborhood called Selectman John J. 
Sullivan complaining of continued noise from 
such trucks. 

The problem is “horrendous,” said 
Sullivan who pleaded with his associates for 
assistance in solving this problem. 

According to Sullivan, the problem is ex¬ 
pected to get worse if it is true that a new 
warehouse is being built in the same area. 

According to the discussion Tuesday night, 
Woburn apparently reduced its trailer truck 
traffic on their side of the complex by closing 
off a street. Selectmen wonder if the same 
might be done in Winchester or if some other 
action might be taken to discourage heavy 
traffic. 

Sullivan said A&P is the only firm which 
has responded in a positive manner to neigh¬ 
bors’ complaints. 

In conclusion selectmen decided to sit 
down with Town Counsel Douglas Randall, 
Building Commissioner William B. Mac¬ 
donald and Zoning Administrator Norman 
Sherman to further discuss the matter. 

Other Matters 

Concerning a request for an increase in 
taxi fares by Winchester Taxi Owners, 
selectmen William Chapman and John J. 
Sullivan are expected to return with a 
recommendation in two weeks.

T. Smith, since it has been on the docket 
without action for almost a year. 

Because of June 30 - July 1 fiscal year, 
selectmen discussed whether or not the 
town’s annual report should remain on a 
calendar basis or go with the fiscal period. 

Simth favors the fiscal approach. Sullivan 
suggested working toward getting legislative 
approval for an 18-month report as a means of 
changing from a calendar to a fiscal year. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said he will 
investigate and see if there is presently any 
legislation in the works. ‘‘It seems only fair 
that towns should have the option,” said 
Randall. 

Meanwhile, so as not to slow up 
preparation of the next annual report, 
selectmen voted to proceed with plans for the 
usual calendar year report. 

The town is in receipt of an EPA citation 
for being in violation because of lack of an 
adequate solid waste disposal system. 

A letter accompanying the notice of 
violation indicates EPA understands Win¬ 
chester’s problems and is willing to cooperate 
fully in establishing a reasonable timetable to 
bring the incinerator into compliance. 

A conference among town officials and 
EPA staff members will be set up. 

On the suggestion of John Sullivan, Var- 
tkes Karaian of the Solid Waste Problem 
Study Committee will be asked to get a 
construction time schedule for a proposed 
transfer station to submit to EPA. 

Winchester’s Civil Service Study Com¬ 
mittee, according to John Sullivan, has 
completed its assignment. They will be asked 
to make a final report to selectmen on 
October 27. 


Superintendent of Schools 
William MacDonald agreed at a 
meeting with Wyman School parents 
last Thursday to hold a “brain¬ 
storming session” with represen¬ 
tatives from the parent associations 
of the town’s elementary schools. 

MacDonald, conceding that there 
is “a long way to go before we have 
what the majority of the (school) 
committee wants,” said that he 
wants to encourage dialogue bet¬ 
ween factions split over the 
proposed closing of three Win¬ 
chester elementary schools. If he 
finds during this dialogue that the 
“cure is worse then the ailment, 
then, “MacDonald said, the plan 
must be altered.” 

The Wyman parents presented 
their case for keeping the school 
open to MacDonald, Selectmen 
Chairman Lawrence Smith, School 
Committee members Richard 
Pharoand John Noble, and Richard 
Fallon, Assistant Superintendent. 

Their opposition to the plan is 
based on two arguments: there is no 
educational rationale for creating a 
large regional school in lieu of three 
elementary schools, and the 
ultimate costs to the taxpayers do 
not justify the closing of a school 
which they feel is the cheapest in 
town to maintain. 

Speaking on the issue of a large 
regional school where most of the 


pupils will be between the ages of 
five and eleven, one of the parents 
suggested that “Wyman represents 
the values we wish to maintain.” 

She said that close community 
relationships compensate for the 
feelings of alienation and deper¬ 
sonalization which a large regional 
school would thrust on young 
children. 

This parent closed her presen¬ 
tation by saying that John Carmilia, 
principal of the Wyman School, 
“makes children at Wyman feel 
needed and special. We have now,” 
she continued, “what others try to 
achieve by design.” 

On the matter of fiscal plans 
necessary to implement Mac¬ 
Donald’s proposal, a parent 
questioned the cost of busing 
children to the new school, the costs 
of renovating and maintaining the 
vacated buildings, and the costs of 
re-converting the Lincoln School to a 
junior high and then combining it 
with the McCall Junior High School 
to /orm a two-module junior high 
c r, r pte,x 

Superintendent MacDonald 
responded that the savings to the 
taxpayers could be $245,000, but that 
is not a definite figure. That amount 
would represent at 1-1% percent tax 
savings. He added “There are

New school concept 
still open question; 
‘no hasty decisions’ 


The target date for Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools William Mac¬ 
Donald’s proposed school changes, 
should they be accepted, remains 
September 1976 or 1977. He and 
members of the School Committee 
met with townspeople in a nearly- 
filled McCall auditorium Monday 
night. 

School Committee Chairman 
Richard Pharo said this was the first 
of several public hearings to be held 
regarding this major shakeup of 
Winchester’s school system. 

The plan calls for closing Wyman 
and Noonan Schools, eliminating 
Lincoln School as an elementary 
school, eliminating Lynch as a 
junior high school, converting Lynch 
to an elementary school, and 
restructuring Lincoln as one mudule 
of a junior high complex. 

MacDonald reiterated his intent 
to have a dialogue with the town. He 
urged everyone with questions to 
submit them to his office within the 
next week. He said that the 
questions and their answers will be 
compiled and distributed to the town 
either through the newspaper or a 
public hearing. 

In presenting the sequence of 
events leading to the proposal, 
MacDonald said that he hoped to 
make two points very clear to the 
town: 

1. No decision has been made 


about the proposed plan. 

2. No hasty decision will be made. 
The whole community must have an 
opportunity to discuss costs and 
savings, advantages and disad¬ 
vantages. 

MacDonald expects potential 
savings resulting from staff 
reductions, maintenance and repair 
budgets eliminations to total 
$245,297. 

Costs to the town are not 
definitely known yet but are ex¬ 
pected to be $33,000 to renovate 
Ambrose School, $28,000 for con¬ 
verting Lynch, $150,000 & $170,000 to 
create a link-up between the two 
proposed modules of the junior high 
school. Also to be accounted for are 
costs in busing, building disposition, 
and crossing guards. 

In response to Superintendent 
MacDonald's presentation, parents 
from Wyman, Noonan and Lincoln 
reiterated their desires to keep these 
schools open, citing costs and 
educational rationale as their 
concerns. 

A survey of 86 percent of the 
families at Noonan showed that 55 
percent want their school to remain 
open and that, should MacDonald’s 
plan be accepted, 59 percent would 
favor open enrollment through the 
system.

What’s to be done with Wyman School building? 


What to do with the Wyman and Noonan 
School buildings if the School Committee 
decides to close them was a prime topic of 
selectmen Tuesday night. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan told his 
colleagues they should be prepared and come 
up with plans for utilization within the nexl 
few weeks if for no other reason than 
economics. 

Sullivan said he could foresee no long term 
use of the schools as an extension of the Town 
Hall. 

He said he talked with Dr. Robert Robert 
Norbert of the Council on Aging and Norbert 
doesn’t feel either Wyman or Noonan schools 
ideal for use by the elderly.

Norbert said the Council would prefer a 
more central location for a center and costs 
for rehabilitation of either of the school 
buildings would be prohibitive. 

Sullivan said, in his opinion, the Housing 
Authority is probably the only group that 
might want to use Wyman School for elderly 
housing. As for Noonan he said he can’t 
conceive of anything going into the schools. 

Selectmen Chairman Lawrence T. Smith 
wondered if Wyman School might be a good 

place for the town’s data processing depart¬ 
ment 

Though he didn’t elucidate, Sullivan said it 
would cost more to take people from the Town 
Hall to Wyman. 

Barbara S. Hankins said personnel wise 
she can’t see that there would be increased 


costs. She suggested digging further and 
getting costs for various uses and balancing 
those against present costs for the same 

operations. She also suggested having the 
building inspector check the buildings. 

Arthur Dunbar suggested getting costs for 
demolition of both buildings with the prospect 
of selling the land for house lots which would 
return tax money to the town. 

William Chapman said he feels there are 
three points to consider: 1. the integrity of the 
buildings (if usage is changed, will the 
Department of Public Safety have new 
criteria?); 2. get a critical analysis of land 
use by the Planning Board; 3. can the School 
Department give up the buildings now and 
forever? 

Since Arthur Dunbar for the past several 
weeks has been studying and recommending 


facilities for use by overflow employees at the 
Town Hall, Smith asked him to find out from 
the Council on Aging if Wyman School 
became available to them on a temporary 
basis, how much space would they use. 
Dunbar was asked to see what other depart¬ 
ments might require space. 

Dunbar asked if he could devise a sub¬ 
committee composed of the town engineer, 
tow n manager and a planning board member 
lo help him. Selectmen agreed. 

Smith indicated that after talking with 
School Committee chairman Richard Pharo, 
he understood the Committee may want to 
take the matter to the December 4 town 
meeting for discussion and advice. 

Dunbar said he was against this because it$ 
might convey a feeling of "pushing.” 

Chapman said to take the matter to town:-: 
meeting would solve nothing.

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$125,000 requested 


Funds sought for restoration 
of Middlesex dump grounds 


The suin of $125,000 has been requested by 
the Metropolitan District Commission under 
the,Public Works and Economic Development 
Act to restore and reforest the major areas in 
the Middlesex Fells which have been turned 
into dumping grounds through unauthorized 
refuse disposal. 

According to Charles H. Carlson of 36 
Hillcrest pkwy., this information was 
provided to him by Peter Corbett, associate 
commissioner of the MDC. 

Corbett said he expects a decision on the 
request sometime this month. If the funds are 
approved, the rough work at the Middle road 
and Whip Hill road, the major dumping sites, 
will be completed this fall. 

Hough work, according to Carlson is 
cleaning up and contouring the land. 
Reforestation of the areas is expected to be 
done next spring. 

Carlson reports that MDC Commissioner 
John Snedeker has spoken with represen¬ 
tatives of the DeMatteo Construction Co. 
regarding their responsibility for the Middle 
road dump and their obligation to restore the 
area. DeMatteo Construction, while working 
on Route 193, caused much of the un- 
sightcdliness of the area. MDC anticipates an 
agreement with the company shortly, said 
Carlson. 

Carlson said further that while some 
improvements have been noted in the area of 
Bellevue Pond on South Border road, con 
ditions in general have deteriorated and little 
work has been done to date to clean up 
existing dump sites. 

Carlson considers it essential that barriers 
be placed across access roads to the Fells in 
order to prevent further dumping and to 
preserve the reservation. 

Although debris along the Border Road 
path was picked up, said Carlson, dumping 
continues. 

Also, reports Carlson, debris on South 
Dam road has been covered up with piles of 
cut branches which he feels constitute a fire 


hazard. In additioh. more dumping has oc¬ 
curred on this road. 

There is also an increase of debris in the 
dump across from 247 South Border rd. This 
includes garbage bags, old boards shingles, 
bricks and brush, he said. 

Carlson, in a note to members of the 
Friends of the Fells, draws attention to a 
number of burglaries on Hillcrest parkway 
and South Border road in recent months. He 
feels robbers are able to conceal vehicles in 
the Fells woods and underscores the need for 
barriers. 

He notes MDC plans to construct gates 
similar to those in place at Middle road and at 
Bellevue Pond by next year.

Worth a thought 

You are well aware, of course, that every week of every year Is national 
this week or national that week. And thi3 week is no exception but as far as 
we are concerned it is an especially noteworthy occasion. We mean we 
would be remiss in our duty if we did not note that this is National 
Newspaper Week. 

It is also National Fire Prevention Month. 

We hope you will observe them both, one for your own safety, the other 
both for your safety and continuing basic rights as a free citizen in a free 
nation. 

First, in dealing with fire prevention: There really isn’t too much to be 
said about it without belaboring the obvious. 

What you can do to prevent fires is to give the matter some hard thought, 
discuss it with members of your family, making sure that everyone knows 
what to do not only to prevent fires but also if a fire occurs in the home or 
elsewhere. 

There is a great deal of information on the subject available through the 
Winchester Fire Department. In fact, you can start right here and now by 
turning to another page of today’s Star a full page public service message 
sponsored by Winchester firms, and which contains a series of messages 
about the various services provided by the fire department which seeks 
your cooperation in aiding them in their never-ending fight against fires and 
their consequences. 

They have important information for you if you have any tots in your 
home, and more information for invalids which could also include the 
elderly. Read their message it runs for the next few weeks in The 
Star and avail yourself of decals that are offered and which can be placed 
on key windows to indicate the location of children and bed ridden or 
otherwise incapacitated persons. 

Such decals tell firefighters at a glance when they arrive at the scene of a 
blaze that these are the rooms in which potential victims are located and 
which require swift, careful attention. It tells them that in these rooms 
rescue is imperative. 

The message says that you should pick up the appropriate decals at the 
fire department. 

Now about National Newspaper Week: There is much to be said about 
newspapers and freedom of the press, and this ‘week’ gives us an op¬ 
portunity to touch upon the roots of a basic American freedom without 
which, as Hemingway might have said: "You’ve bought it, Buster.’’ In 
other words, if we lose it, we’ll perish along with it, no longer a free people in 
a free nation. 

You know very well that freedom of the press and free speech have been 
the major factors contributing to our freedom as a people. There’s no harm 
in repeating it. Such truth is worth hearing again and again. 

Thank God no government decree can close us down as it did 285 years 
ago in Boston, when the first newspaper in the New World was squashed. It 
was Sept. 25, 1690, that the government put "Publick Occurrences, Both 
Foreign & Domestick" out of business on the day of its first issue. That was 
also the day the fight against the recurrence of any such suppression began. 

We are dedicated to advancing the cause of mankind. We like to think 
that we contribute greatly, as Alex de Tocqueville suggested at the early 
beginnings of our country, to maintaining civilization: not preserving 
freedom alone. 

It is encouraging to newsmen today that so many young men and women, 
starry-eyed, carrying their idealistic torches high, are interested in 
becoming journalists. Much of the fervor has been inspired by the activities 
of the press which brought Watergate to the attention of the world. 

We go to a movie once in a blue moon and get a good feeling when the 
young people unashamedly applaud the good guys. 

They’ll find, if they join the Fourth Estate, the "Second Oldest 
Profession," that their monetary rewards will indeed be small. 

But if they are intent on "throwing the rascals out," this is the place to do 
it. And welcome aboard, too. We need you. You can help us to remain free. 
That's a nice four-letter word, well worth keeping in our language, along 
with some others. Anyone for love, too? -J.R.S.

Nellie Woods Stinson was originally from 
Merrimack, New Hampshire. She met and 
eventually married Thomas Stinson of 
Winchester in the late 1800s. 

Whether Nellie Stinson’s convictions were 
about women’s rights to vote is left to 
speculation. As was mentioned in the 
previous article this was merely an exercise 
for the school room. But were the thoughts 
presented in this week’s or last week’s paper 
ever reflected in her children? That will be 
the topic of next week’s article. 

Women Should Vote 

Every person desires his rights, and is 
intent upon having them All of us are aware 
of this, for whose temper will not rise when 
anyone is frying to deprive him of rights 
which h< as a sensible being ought to have.. 

If * I' •• all ought o have their rights; why 
should .omen not ue allowed to vote? 

Because they are the weaker sex it does 
not make that they should be trodden under 
loot. They have some strength and power of 
body and mind, and, of that the men will soon 
be convinced if they continue to exert 
themselves to keep the women from casting 
iheir votes. The men think that the women 
were made only for slaves to do their bidding. 


Are we losing our sense of community - in 
this time and in this nation? Are hometown 
roots no longer meaningful? Have we 
retained our sense of direction while we have 
lost sense of place. 

These questions have preoccupied me 
lately, and I received an opportunity to put 
some thoughts on paper through the guest 
editorial for the Star. 

For, me these concerns have tremoundous 
meaning now. After growing up in Winchester 
in the same house on Woodside rd., my life 
style is changing significantly. For 
educational and financial reasons, I am 
moving to Boston’s North End. My parents, 
too. arc moving to a different pari of Win¬ 
chester. So while the same gray house will 
still bo there, the home will not. 

Winchester has been an integral part of 
my life. I was raised here, attended schools 
here, was a town meeting member for four 
years, and ran for the Legislature from this 
district. 

I have had the exciting opportunity to meet 
Ihousands of people-some of whom I liked, 
others I both liked and respected, an yes, a 
few in whom I found little to like or respect. 

I have had a lot of happiness in Win- 
chestel, many memorable experiences, and 
some painful ones. 

I suppose that I would have had much the 
same experiences had I grown up in 
Lexington, Burlington, or for that matter, 
Clinton, New York. I am guessing that I would 
not have had the same experiences in Boston, 
Los Vegas, or New York. And guessing again,’ 

1 would predict that the children of the next 
generation will not have the same sense of 
community, the similar experiences, (hat I 
have had here. 

Winchester will stay with me the rest of 
my life, much as Florham Park and Orchard 
Park have.remained with my mother and 
father. Hometowns, for better or for worse, 
become a part of a person’s personality. And 
a sense of community doesn’t leave you, even 
when you don’i have the good fortune'to he 
part of one. 

Mobility, while bringing new opportunities 
to millions of our countrymen, has also 
brought a shallowness to our national 
character. People don’t become friends 
overnight. Acquaintances maybe, but not 
friends. And as employees are transferred

and, that they ought never go out of the house; 
bul the women think differently. 

Why women should not be ajlowed to vote 
is more than I can see. Methinks, it is only a 
custom, and, because practised by our 
forefathers we think it must be followed up. 
Other of their customs have been done away, 
and. why not this absured one. Why have not 
women as much right to help make laws and 
choose officers as men? They have the work 
of raising officers; why not have the privelege 
of choosing them? Just because the men think 
they have not sense enough, but I guess there 
are as many sensible women as men. 

Can you not all see the absurdity of the 
position you have taken against women’s 
rights? 

We think that you can all see that it would 
be better to have them: for women should 
have their rights, as well as men.

again and again by their companies, as 
military men and women are shuffled from 
one base to another, and as still other workers 
look for the higher salary, or the perfect job, 
human relationships take a back seat. 

Bigness, for its supposed efficiencey and 
economy, creates the same situation. As 
workers become more and more separated 
from their clients, patients, buyers, or 
whomever, the sense of human value cannot 
hut diminish. People love and hate, fear and 
display courage, sin and succeed, falter ar\d 
become famous-statistics do not. 

If all these notions sound quite reactionary 
from a man branded as a “liberal,” or a 
“radical,” then so be it. I do not believe such 
lerms have much relevance in this 
discussion. For I am not so much concerned 
with politics, left wing or right, Democratic or 
Republican, as I am with a type of thinking 
and a way of living. 

Nor am I feeling sorry for myself because 
of a change in my accommodations. Indeed, I 
have a great sense of excitement about my 
new living situation. The city offers a 
multiplicity of sights, sounds, and activities 
as well as some anonymity for a slightly 
haressed former politician starting to learn 
the mysteries of law school. But I am for¬ 
tunate to have grown up where I did, where 1 
could he a part of something, and not just a 
cog in a wheel so big that it would keep tur¬ 
ning no matter what. 

Wo ought to begin to recognize the 
meaning behind industrial sabotage, white 
collar crime, vandalism, seemingly senseless 
displays of violence, and the improper and 
negligent care so frequently given to the 
residents of our massive mental hospitals, 
prisons, and public facilities. 

The key word is “alionation.” Alienation 
from product and from client, and what’s 
worse, from one’s own sense of morality. It’s 
tougher to hurt someone you see everyday, to 
cheat a client with whom you have a working 
relationship, to destroy property that you feel 
is an importnat is an part of your life. 

Caring does come from community, from 
the give and take so necessary to live in a 
neighborhood, to take part in a church, to 
become involved with the myriad activities of

In 1973 there was little noise from aircraft 
over Winchester, hut in 1975, particularly 
during August, this noise almost doubled. 

This was due to runway construction at 
Logan Airport, reports Ralph Van Dean, 
supervisor of noise abatement in the 
Massport Community Affairs office. 

Throughout the past summer, said Van 
Dean, two runways were closed and this in¬ 
creased air traffic over Winchester. 

At present there is one runway closed. This 
should be hack in action by mid-November. 

Van Dean explains that wind and velocity 
for the most part determine which runway an 
aircraft will take. For instance, if an aircraft 
is coming from the northwest with a flight 
path generally over Woburn, and the heading 
is 220 degrees of wind, an air traffic controller 
may direct the pilot to 200 degrees, which 
may send the aircraft over the northeast 
corner of Winchester. 

It stands to reason the less wind, the less 
turbulence to he experienced by the aircraft 
and its passengers. 

I asked Van Dean if the recent long period 
of rain could have caused an increase in 
traffic and noise. He said no. Noise may seem 
to be greater during rain, but this is because 
children are indoors and generally there is 
less activity out of doors and noise from 
aircraft is more noticeable. 

Van Dean said FAA conducted some noise 
studies recently and as a result are trying to 
keep planes higher ... at 6,000 feet over the 
Winchester-Woburn area. This should im¬ 
prove the situation, said Van Dean. 

He also noted that Massport will also 
conduct a survey to determine noise level in 
the area. 

His office is open on a 24-hour basis. 
Persons who have questions or complaints 
are welcome to call 567-3333 for information. 

Driving down Washington street, I saw a 
sign reading “Controversial Tree House” 
with an arrow pointing to the backyard of 379 
Washington st. 

Since The Star ran a picture of the tree 
house which is allegedly in violation of town 
by-law and a letter from the owners, Dr. and 
Mrs. Brian Gross, the family has received 
many phone calls and visits from empathetic 
and curious citizens. 

One day about 200 kids stormed into the 
yard to see and go into the tree house, which 
cost $700 to build. Gross asked the children to 
go home and come back later with a parent. 

Gross is not selling tickets. A look at the 
tree house is free. The structure is not X-rated 
hut for safety reasons it appears appropriate 
that children should be accompanied by a 
parent. 

The matter of the tree house will be before 
the Board of Appeal on November 12. 

Next Tuesday, the Board of Appeal will 
further consider a petition of Edward G. 
Riess of Crystal Builders, Inc., who is seeking 
a special permit, with site plan review, Tor 
construction of a five-story 73 unit apartment 
building within the RN mid-rise apartment 
zoning district at 666 Main st. 

Comment of the week: “Wow.” 

This was said by Selectmen Chairman 
Lawrence T. Smith concerning the $6,000 cost 
of two real estate appraisers for appraisals 
and for court appearances in cases of the 
Town of Winchester versus Assembled 
Homes, Inc., and Burrows Realty Trust. 
These are two outstanding land damage 
petitions still pending before the Middlesex 
Superior Court. 

One concerns the Whitten property at 22 
Highland avenue, which was tried early this 
year, jury waived, with the court awarding 
$70,000 and the petitioner appealing from the 
award claiming jury trial.

When selectmen adjourned their regular 
open session Tuesday. Town Counsel Randall 
indicated he would talk further on the suits 
with the board. Other executive session topics 
• oncerned two town employees. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux is now on 
hoard at the Town Hall. He spent Tuesday 
visiting with several department heads and 
continued to meet those with whom he will 
uork yesterday. He attended Tuesday night’s 
selectmen meeting and noted “the relish” 
selectmen take to their assignments. He said 
ho is hopeful he will be of assistance in 
speeding up matters which are sometimes 
deferred from week to week. 

Selectwoman Barbara S. Hankins 
suggested checking into the status of the 
reserve fund since “we’ve been taking 
frequent trips” to the fund lately. 

Selectmen suggested to Groux that he 
might keep a current eye on the reserve fund 
so selectmen will have information at hand 
when needed. Groux agreed this is a good 
idea. The Finance Committee oversees the 
spending of monies in the fund.

Towns and people: A loss of 
sense of community prevails

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Mother dismayed 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

As the mother of three young children at 
Lincoln School, I am utterly dismayed by 
Supt. MacDonald’s recent proposal to the 
School Committee. This plan involves the 
closing of three elementary schools, the 
converting of Lynch into a regional 
elementary school, and the creation of a 
junior high complex utilizing the McCall and 
Lincoln buildings. 

Supt. MacDonald’s proposal is based on 
financial considerations and population 
studies, as presented in the enrollment study 
report; I must question his conclusions on 
these separate grounds. 

First of all, I can understand the pressures 
for economy which have been exerted upon 
Supt. MacDonald by members of the Finance 
Committee and town meeting; but I cannot 
believe that such drastic measures must be 
taken to effect a minimal decrease in the 
taxpayers’ bills. 

The anticipated savings resulting from the 
implementation of this plan are estimated at 
$200,000, with costs reaching an expected 
$100,000. These expense estimates are based 
primarily on renovation costs for Lynch and 
Lincoln - only three years after thousands of 
dollars were sepent in changing Lincoln into 
an elementary school! Why not economize by 
eliminating or combining some ad¬ 
ministrative positions? 

Secondly, the enrollment study report does 
indeed show that Winchester’s student 
population is currently decreasing; but the 
report cannot attempt to predict future 
demographic trends. Instead of closing some 
buildings and thus eliminating them as 
educational facilities, could we not devise an 
alternate plan which would allow some 
flexibility in case of a future upsurge in 
population? 

Thirdly, at a meeting at Wyman last week, 
Supt. MacDonald stated that while his 
proposal could not promise to improve the 
education of our children, it could guarantee 
the Wyman and Noonan students something 
closer to the theoretical optimum for working 
space. Ideal operating space cannot be 
considered the basic criterion, however; 
excessive size may also prove a liability. 

Lincoln, with the largest capacity of all the 
town’s elementary schools, was beset by 
various problems during the first two years of 
operation. Now that it is functioning ef¬ 
ficiently, Lincoln is again threatened with 
complete and total reorganization, forfeiting 
all our labors of the last two years. 

Finally, as taxpayers we are ultimately 
responsible for the funding of our local 
schools. We must judge whether Supt. 
MacDonald’s plan is indeed the best method 
for economizing, and whether the resulting 
upheaval in our young children’s lives is 
warranted. This new proposal threatens to 
end Winchester’s tradition of town-wide 
neighborhood schools a tradition wl|ich 
influenced many of us in choosing to live here.

Vietnam speakers 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

This Sunday evening, October 12, at 7:30 
p.m. Paul and Sophie Quinn-Judge will be 
speaking in McCarthy Hall at St. Eulalia’s 
Church. This Quaker husband-wife team have 
been the representatives of the American 
Friends Service Committee in Saigon for the 
past two years where they administered the 
Quag Ngai rehabilitation center run by the 
Friends for war-injured Vietnamese. 

The Quirm-Judges were among the few 
Westerners living in Vietnam after the fall of 
the Thieu government last April while the 
new regime sought to reorgnaize the country 
after 30 years of war. They stayed because 
they fell it was important to have outside 
observers on the scene and have now returned 
because “..we had had a lot of experience and 
decided it was time to come back home and 
talk about them.” 

While many of us are puzzling over the 
problems of the Vietnamese refugees, so may 
of whom are languishing in American refugee 
camps waiting, either to be repatriated or 
accepted into American life, much of what the 
Quinn-Judges are reporting should be 
reassuring. To concerned Americans and to 
the Vietnamese here who are worried about 
what is going on at home, the Quinn-Judges 
report an absence of tension nnd an at¬ 
mosphere of hope in Saigon. 
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There is nonetheless severe unem¬ 
ployment and there are critical shortages of 
food and medical supplies. The need for aid is 
very great and it seems crucial that 
Americans keep informed about what is 
happening if only because of the moral 
necessity to make some restitution for the 
unfathomable destruction and loss of human 
life perpetrated upon that country by the U S. 
government. It is important as well that we 
Americans understand what kind of 
revolution the Vietnamese have fought and 
that we consider the implications of this lor 
the future of our own people. 

The Quinn-Judges are interesting and 
knowledgeable. I hope there will be many to 
hear them. Mary Lawler

Guidance help 
for vocations

The apple harvest is in and the rosy fruit is 
spilling out of bushels and hags at roadside 
stands or waiting on the trees for eager pick- 
your-own fans. 

New England favorites are Red Delicious, 
McIntosh. Cortland and Baldwin. 

Although the Baldwin is not as plentiful as 
the other more commercial varieties which 
are hardier, it is still an importnat variety. Its 
recorded beginnings go back to about 1740 in 
Massachusetts. It is a winter apple, 
moderately tart, considered especially good 
for pies and applesauce. 

Winchester historian Henry Smith 
Chapman devotes a few paragraphs in his 
standard “History Of Winchester’’ (1936) to 
straightening out the Baldwin discovery 
story. 

For years, it was an article of faith with 
Winchesterites that the original Baldwin 
apple tree grew on a farm near the famed 
Black Horse tavern. Although the apple was 
named for the distinguished Woburnitc Col. 
Loammi Baldwin, it was not discovered by 
him and it was not in Winchester, but in 
Wilmington, Chapman records. 

Although Baldwin, the designer of the 
Middlesex Canal, sampled the apple and 
approved its flavor, it was discovered by his 
chief surveyor Samuel Thompson, who later 
became Count Rumford. 

Chapman notes that seven communities 
vied for the honor of the discovery, but 
Wilmington today lays claim to the* honor. In 
fact their latterday minutomen carry an 
apple flag and bushels of apples to many 
commemora t ive occasions. 

The Wilmington, Woburn, Bedford and 
other minuteman companies will be hosting a 
harvest festival and colonial muster this 
Sunday, Oct. 12. Apple cider, and a variety of 
apple treats will be served by colonial ladies. 
Spectators can watch colonial craft 
demonstrations, musket and cannon com¬ 
petitions and listen to fife and drum music at 
the all-day event. The planners are striving 
for a true colonial spirit and flavor. 

The location is the Foss Farm, near the 
Bedford-Carlisle line on route 225. There are 
many sights and it is easy to locate. 

This recipe for cranberry-apple pie is 
recommended for the Baldwin or Cortland 
apple by Lila Perl, a well-known cooking 
teacher and cookbook writer who specializes 
in fruits and vegetables. She suggests slicing 
the apples very thin. 


into the cranberry-apple mixture and cook 
just until mixture thickens and becomes 
glossy. Add the slivered almonds (blanched 
or unblanched) and butter or margarine. Set 
filling aside to cool. 

Roll out the bottom pastry crust and fit 9- 
inch pie pan. Chill while filling continues to 
cool Roll out top crust and spread orange 
marmalade over bottom of the chilled pastry 
shell. Add the cooled pie filling and arrange 
top crust. A lattice is attractive or make 
fancy cutouts. 

Since tthe filling is pre-cooked, there is 
little or no bubbling over during the baking 
procedure. Flute rim, brush top crust with 
beaten egg or cream. 

Bake pie ut 400 degrees for 40 minutes or 
until crust is golden. Serve warm or cool.

Women to hold To honor pastor

INDEPENDENT 
BANKING 
IN ALL STATES?

In my first column I discussed the dlfferenre bet¬ 
ween independent community bunks and lurge group 
bunking systems. Since then I've been usked why, if 
independent community bunks are so much better, not 
every state hus an independent system. 

The answer is, unfortunately, that the giant bunking 
systems, whether they are holding companies or 
brunch groups, have a great deal of lobbying Influence 
and are willing to spend vast sums in order to get new 
laws on the books that will enable them to grow larger. 

There is no doubt that where banks are allowed to 
expand on an unlimited basis within a state, It takes 
very little time for the overwhelming proportion of all 
hanking assets to wind up in a very few hands. Eight 
states and the District of Columbia face the situation of 
five banks doing more than 80 percent'of all the 
business within their borders. All of these states allow 
statewide branching. 

The concentration of resources represented by this 
statistic means for the bank customer in those states 
that all credit decisions affecting the daily lives of 
every citizen will be made by a handful of men whose 
primury objective is to achieve the highest profit for 
shareholders who often are also large Institutions with 
headquarters far removed from Winchester. 

All hanks run under two separate sets of laws, those 
passed In Washington and those that come from the 
legislature in Boston, Massachusetts. In this column I 
want to talk about the situation at the state level, 
looking at the Federal government the next time 
around. 

The most Important banking legislation handled at 
the state, level involves the issue of banking structure. 
Under Federal law. the question of where and In what 
manner banks may do business is rightly given over to 
the states so that each may determine the system best 
for Its citizens. 

This crucial right of the states is once more being 
challenged by the giant banks of the country in debate 
on measures currently before Congress. Suburban 
National Bank is involved In opposition to forcing the 
states to adopt a monolithic approach to banking 
designed to serve the needs of giant corporations by 
establishing a system of offices that will funnel the 
deposits of individuals, and small businessmen Into the 
major cities to be disbursed chiefly for projects 
measured in the millions. 

We prefer the independent banking system. This 
type of structure Insures maximum community-level 
participation of banks. 

Under this system, each bank operates In a small 
area. Thus, community resources remain to serve the 
credit needs of its residents, and small businessmen. 

With independent banking the community knows 
that the owners and managers of their bank are local 
people whose own future is tied to the well being of the 
local economy. In giant branch systems and holding 
companies, ownership Is widely dispersed and the sole 
concern of the management is the highest possible 
profit. 

Yet, each time our legislature meets It Is asked to 
consider changing the banking laws of the state and 
open the door to branching and expansion of holding 
companies. Usually, It Is only bankers who concern 
themselves with this legislation. But I think It Is in the 
best Interest of every Winchester resident to consider 
the potential effect on our community If big-city hanks 
are allowed to control the economic future Write to 
your state Senators and Representatives and express 
an Interest in the continuation of Independent banking. 
This Is the surest way to guarantee that the funds we 
generate will be used not for giant corporations or for 
multi-million dollar loans to foreign governments, but 
to strengthen the business and personal lives of our 
own neighbors.

engineer William F. Pretti, selectmen 
learned (hat certain modifications of the 
original proposal would be acceptable as long 
as lhe overall package was not altered too 
much. 

Pretti and Rogers stressed the need for 
changes at the Bacon-Fletcher corner 
because today’s safety needs are not being 
met there. 

According to Rogers and Pretti, the 
national trend is for traffic lights with double 1 
bulbs. There are many fatalaties due to a 
single bulb burning out, said Rogers. 

Most of the proposed changes are for fully 
activiated signals which will adjust according 
to traffic flow on a 24 houi basis. 

Pretti noted the improved signals will not 
increase traffic flow but instead will handle 
existing traffic more safely and smoothly. 

Though modifications are acceptable to 
Topics, Pretti said significant improvements 
over what presently exists must be the main 
thrust of the proposal for acceptance. Routine 
maintenance of traffic controls will not be 
considered, he said. 

The men gave selectmen the impression 
that to reduce the proposal too much might 
jeopardize any funding now or in the future. 

About a month ago selectmen voted 2-2 
(Smith and Hankins for; Sullivan and Dunbar 
against) on a motion to accept the concept of 
the proposed changes recommended by 
McKinley and Ciarcia after reviw with 
Rogers and Topics representatives. The 
following week, the matter was reconsidered 
to give William Chapman an opportunity to 
vote. 

Chapman voted in favor, thus the move to 
have the public hearing.

The Reading Rockets, last year’s Mid¬ 
dlesex League titlists will come to Knowlton 
Stadium Saturday afternoon for the second of 
Winchester’s four games this season. 

This w.ill be an unusual matchup, for in 
most years either or both are rated with the 
top teams in the circuit. 

This year neither has a win to date with 
Rockets being on the short end against

as he hit Mark Murphy at the Winchester 43, 
but Burlington fumbled on the second play 
with Mark Wilson capturing the loose pigskin 
at the Sachem 42. 

Phil Stackpole broke loose and might have 
gone all the way, but an official detected 
illegal motion which cost the Sachems five 
yards. Two short gains were followed by a 
pass on which two of the Sachems collided 
down field, but the officials called a penalty 
against the Red Devils to give Winchester a 
first down at the Burlington 39. 

However, the drive was doomed to failure 
by an offside penalty and an great chance 
went by the board as a Sachem stood alone in 
the end zone but went unnoticed as a play was 
run to the sideline. The Red Devils took over 
and hung up a score in ten plays as they 
covered more than 70 yards to pay dirt. Mike 


Crocker was away for a 20 yard spurt to start 
Ihe drive and also completed a long pass for a 
first down at the Winchester five yard line. 
Jim Ellis made the touchdown, but the try for 
the extra point was to the side and Burlington 
led 6-0. 

The home team used an option pitchout to 
good advantage and made a substantial gain 
nearly every time they tried it during the first 
half. Things went a bit better for the Sachems 
in the second half after adjustments were 
made. Just before the first period ended Tri¬ 
captain *Kevyn Busby raced 46 yards down- 
field on this play with Mark Cullen finally 
nudging him out of bounds at the Sachem 12.

Two completions to Ken Errico and Mark 
Bezjian were good for ten yards apiece, but on 
a long one into the end zone, which the 
Burlington defender missed, tri-captain 
Donnie Ball had fallen and could not reach the 
pigskin.

Dr. Jeffrey McClintock of 34 Fells rd., staff 
! researcher in the M IT Center for Space 
Research, is working on the measurements of 
a neutron star with two professors of physics. 

This neutron star which has collapsed into 
a sphere 10 miles across, crushing the atoms 
in its interior, is named Vela X I. Vela for the 
constellation in which it is found and X for the 
x-rays it emits. 

Found to be at least 1.7 times heavier than 
, the sun. this compact object lives in close 
1 orbit with a giant blue star, about 20 times as 
massive as the sun and 30 times larger in 
diameter. 

The M.I.T. results challenge theories 
[ proposed by physicists about the behavior of 
i matter at extremely high densities. Some 
predict that neutron stars cannot be as heavy

•ollapsed star may be a white dwarf 
(a star that has collapsed to about the size of 
earth), or in the most exotic and yet un¬ 
proven case a black hole. Until recently 
these stars remained a theoretical ab¬ 
straction They were hypothesized in the 


I930’s, but evidence ol their existence was not 
discovered until 1968 with the use of radio 
pulsars. 

Dr. McClintock believes the M.I.T. results 
"provide strong evidence that Vela X-l is a 
neutron star A white dwarf would probably 
collapse of its own weight if it were as 
massive as we have found Vela X-l to be." 

McClintock says, "The discovery of the 
regular pulsations was important in telling us 
that Vela X-l was not a black hole. (Matter 
falling into a black hole, a ball of matter so 
dense that no radiation can escape its 
gravitational field, w'ould not emit regular 
pulsations of x-rays.)" 

The regular pulsations also gave the 
scientists information enabling them to 
measure the Doppler shift giving them the 
speed and path of the star as it relates to the 
optical star. 

Further studies of the star may serve as a 
"missing link" to help astronomers un¬ 
derstand the Interactions of these incredibly 
dense, tiny objects and their gargantuan 
companion.

a town. The neighbor who chastized my 
brother and me for ruining his berry bush so 
many years ago has taught me an important 
lesson. He took the time to be angry, and he 
made us recognize the value he placed in the 
bush. He was caring-about his property and 
about us. Today, that same neighbor is a good 
friend, a man who has expressed his caring in 
a lot of different ways. 

I don’t think I am saying so different from 
what many people are thinking. Company 
executives are trying to reduce the number of 
transfers because they recognize that too 
many moves can spoil motivation, break up 
families, and create a good deal of un¬ 
necessary disorder. Government policy¬ 
makers are coming around to the realization 
that bigness does not guarantee efficiency, or 
effectiveness. 

The deinstitutionalization process now 
underway in Massachusetts human services 
programs is a good example of this 
recognition. The basic philosophy of this 
movement is that big buildings lead to 
depersonalized care and to dangerous 
regimentation. Alternatives services such as 
half-way houses and foster homes provide 
good staff: client ratios and family style 
living arrangements. These services in¬ 
culcate values of self-worth and self¬ 
responsibility far more than didthe old in¬ 
stitutions. 

Politicians who have traditionally called 
for more centralized decision making now 
sense that community involvement can lead 
to more effective policy-making. When 
citizens play a role in the decision -making 
process, they have a stake in making those 
policies work. 

And what of cities? Should we close them 
down, and send their citizens to the country. 
Of course not, but we can make them far 
more livable. Little city halls, community 
action agencies, and home and school 
organizations should be encouraged by urban 
politicians and not regarded with suspician. 
And the decisions which arise from 
Ihesegroups should be considered though- 
fully. not rejected out-of-hand because they

may not be convenient, 

Public housing lias 
because it isn’t needed, but because it is 
thrust upon people. Huge projects do not 
encourage a neighborhood feeling, they 
destroy it. Property lias little value to the 
tenants because they don’t manage it, they 
can’t control decisions with regard to it, and 
they cannot play a role in maintaining it. 

The Winchester Housing Authority had a 
great deal of foresight planning our units for 
the elderly. The members insisted on in¬ 
cluding a community center within the 
project; a place where tenants could meet 
and enjoy one another. Such foresight is 
desperately needed in public housing policy - 
throughout the country. 

Communities arc not perfect. Their 
residents can by myopic and provincial. The 
attitude of our town versus their town can be 
sacrificed to the selfish "good" of one. We 
have all seen the abuses to which states’ 
rights and home rule can lead. 

But the value inherent in many neighbors 
working together to improve a town is an 
important element to preserve. Roots are 
important to people whether they admit to it 
or not. If they weren’t, we would not see many 
of the problems that are becoming all to 
familair today 

I appreciate what Winchester has been to 
me. I look forward to returning here for visits. 
Whatever course my life takes, 1 will always 
feel as though I have roots here. And of 
course, I hope people will feel welcome at my 
door in the North End. Friends can still be 
noighbors-even across the span of miles and 
years.

School plan hit 


I find it impossible to find one good 
argument in favor of closing three elemen¬ 
tary schools. The theory that the town would 
save money does not hold water. In fact I 
believe it will end up costing the taxpayer 
more. 

A great part of the savings shown in 
closing these buildings is in the area of fuel, 
utilities and custodial services. If these 
buildings are used for any type of town use, 
all of these costs will still be borne by the 
axpayer on a twelve month basis instead of 
tine. We are merely shifting expenses from 
one town budget to another. 

It has been said that the Nonan and 
Wyman schools are in need of repairs. I ask 
why for the past five years all needed repairs 
lo these schools have been denied? We had the 
money for a large high school, money to build 
the Vinson-Owen school, we even had the 
money to purchase the Ambrose school, but 
somehow we were unable to find funds to 
maintain buildings in use. 

How much money will be needed to return 
the new Lincoln School to a junior high school, 
to build a connector to create our new junior 
high school complex, to change the Lynch 
Junior High to an elementary school, to finish 
the bottom floor of the Ambrose School, to 
refurbish Wyman for whatever new purpose 
it will have, to either refurbish or demolish 
the Noonan building? And if in 1981 or 1982 we 
convert to four-year high school, what will we 
do with our five-year-old junior high com¬ 
plex? 

But pul ting financial realities aside, when 
we look at what this plan offers our children, 
we find a new large building. Unfortunately a 
building does not insure a good education and 
that should be our first concern. Since no 
discussion or information has come forth 
regarding the type of education our children 
will receive is it any wonder that parent are 
upset? We know what we have, we do not 
know what we will be getting. 

In a time when most people are critical of 
the educational system being offered their 
children, I am happy to say that 1 am more

deficiences in the plan. It is difficult 
to predict the savings.” 

Selectmen Chairman Smith 
urged the citizenry to involve 
themselves in this discussion at 
public hearings. 

He said, “I am not about to see 
the value of the neighborhood school 
concept go down the drain if it 
means not dollars but pennies that 
we would be saving.” 

Smith called the proposed school 
changes "as important an issue that 
will face the town in ensuing months 
as any we will have,” and he urged 
that the town engage in good 
dialogue with the School Committee. 

MacDonald said that he had a 
mandate from town meeting to 
operate economically and that, 
looking at population trends, this 
plan has “the greatest savings at the 
same time as educational validity.” 
He conceded, however, that 
population trends may reverse, as 
they have in the past. 

A much-needed laugh came when 
Noreen Arcari, TMM Prec. 2, asked 
if anyone has noticed the number of 
pregnant women in this area? Joan 
Pelletier, a parent and town meeting 
member, expressed “enormous 
relief” at being free of overcrowding 
in the schools. 

When asked if there is something 
wrong with the education system as 
we have it now, MacDonald 
responded, “No.” 

He said, “If the town is willing to 
pay for what we have now, then fight 
to hold on to what we have.” 

A parent summed up the views of 
the Wyman group present: "We like 
this school. We need this school. We 
will fight for this school.”

A representative of the Lincoln 
School referring to herself as a 
member of the “Lincoln in Limbo 
Association,” said that if constant 
redistricting is a disease, then the 
cure is indeed worse than the 
ailment and the plan should be 
rejected. This statement was in 
reference to MacDonald's previous 
statement that he would reconsider 
the plan should the cure be worse 
than the ailment. 

Barbara Hankins, speaking as a 
Wyman parent and not as a select- 
woman, said her background on the 
Finance Commitee would lead her to 
believe the schools should be closed. 
"If we don’t close the schools,” she 
said, “the next cuts (demanded by 
town meeting) will really hurt.” 

Selectman John Sullivan’s 
recommendation was the presen¬ 
tation of a detailed plan on the 
disposition of the vacant school 
buildings. 

“Neighbors have a right to know 
what’s going to happen to those 
buildings,” he said. He sees no 
immediate need for the buildings, 
but predicts a playground will be 
built at the Noonan site, and a senior 
citizens center at the Wyman 
buildings.

Noonan School. The dedication and effort of 
the staff to give each and every child the 
individual lime and attention needed is ob¬ 
vious.

If in fact our enrollment continues to 
decline, then within the near future these 
schools will have the extra room needed for 
art, music and special needs rooms. 

We owe our taxpayers every con¬ 
sideration. but more important, we owe the 
children of the taxpayer the type of education 
their parents are paying for.

On another note, I have noticed this week 
that the annual fall migration of the Monarch 
butterflies has now begun. Every day for 
about a week I have seen one or more of these 
large, red and black beauties flapping 
erratically along in the general direction of 
Ihe early afternoon sun. 

It is at that time of day, now that the air is 
warmest, the sun being then in the south west 
and high enough above the horizon to have 
warmed the little insect’s blood enough for il 
to do its daily stint of 10. 20 or 30 miles on its 
long pilgrimage to Florida, or even west, to 
Texas. 

Due south from here it is approximately 
1200 miles; on the long diagonal, flying south 
west, as they are obliged to do to avoid the 
sea. the distance may be more like 1500, or 
2000 miles. Some days they cannot fly at all. 
Rain, or high, adverse winds, can prevent 
them. So they must flutter along, at ten or 
twenty miles an hour, whatever, for several 
hours on every favorable flying day. 

But they must know, by this time, just how 
lo go about it: they have been making this 
pilgrimage, back and forth each year, for 
millions of years. So I feel that we may, with 
confidence, expect them back again next 
year, to hover over our milkweed patches all 
summer long.

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5169 students are 


enrolled in schools 


Total enrollment in Winchester schools as 
of October 1 is 5169 students, the school 
committee was informed by Superintendent 
William C. MacDonald at their meeting 
Tuesday night at the Washington School. 

The breakdown: Elementary schools, 
2476; junior high schools, 1356, and the high 
school 1337. 

Superintendent MacDonald said that the 
projections for Oct. 1, 1976 are for 171 fewer 
students, or a total enrollemnt of 4998. The 
current figures are below the estimates that 
have been previously projected. 

In other action, the school committee: 

-Approved, (with conditions), a policy for 
course selection for advanced students at the 
high school. 

-Expressed favor for a special program of 
study for students who are not going to 
college. 

-Named an appointee to the Winchester 
Bicyle Study Committee. 

-Considered offering foreign languages in 
the schools beginning in the seventh grade. 

-The discussion about course selection was 
a long one, with the Science Department 
head, Francis Finnegan, holding the floor for 
a long period to explain his reasons for in¬ 
sisting upon difficult prerequisites of studies 
before students can be allowed to the 
program. 

The committee, while agreeing in some 
areas with his arguments, voted for the new 
policy of requirements for study, only after 
they inserted the condition that the 
prerequisites for students desiring the course 
could be relaxed in special circumstances. 


Mr. Finnegan insisted that it be a 
requirement that students have biology, 
chemistry and physics in their portfolio, but it 
was pointed out by committee members that 
lhere were many instances and for a variety 
of reasons that students might not meet those 
requirements. 

He agreed that he would go along with 
lheir suggestion, which would pave the way 
for a high school girl who appeared before the 
board, to take the course without the 
prerequisites as outlined by Finnegan. 

In the matter of a course of study for 
youngsters not headed for college, the board 
agreed that it was desirous and put it over for 
further discussion at budget hearings tonight. 

School administrators explained to the 
committee the changes that would be 
required to institute the program, which 
everyone wants, would be the addition or 
shifting around of four and two fifths 
teachers. A cost of $45,000 was mentioned. 

The course is expected to take the form of 
a work-study program in an effort to keep 
students in school who otherwise might leave 
without benefit of a high school diploma. 

Among other items of business, the 
committee was told by Superintendent 
MacDonald that adult education enrollment is 
down by 162 student-from 375 last year to 213 
now. He said five classes were cancelled due 
to lack of interest, which explains the smaller 
enrollment. 

Cost of instruction is $1715, cost of director, 
custodian is $2795. Tuitions brought in $2130, 
so the program has cost the town a total of 
$665, he said. 


Lead poison test centers 
open to Winchester children 


The Mystic Valley Council for Children, 
working with local boards of health, have set 
up three sites for lead paint poison testing on 
Friday, October 17. 

Robert Good of the Winchester office of the 
Mystic Valley Council for Children reports 
that testing sites are at the Burlington Mall, 
Arlington Town Hall and Woburn City Hall. 

The three clinics will be open from 10 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. 

The program is part of a statewide effort 
sponsored by the Office for Children, the 
Department of Public Health’s Childhood 
Lead Poisoning Prevention Division and 
Channel 7-WNAC-TV. 

Over 100 testing sites have been 
established throughout the state. 

According to Good, lead poisoning affects 
children from all ethnic, racial and economic 
backgrounds. Estimates indicate that 20,000 
Massachusetts children have lead poisoning 
now. Mental retardation, cerebrai palsy, 
blindness and even death may result. 

Good says that lead poisoning in children 
is not always accompanied by recognizable 
symptons and therefore all children age six 
and under should be tested. 

The test for lead poisoning is quick and 
simple and will be administered free of 
charge by trained and qualified staff. There 
will be follow-up and referral for children 
with positive results. No appoint is necessary. 

The test centers at Burlington, Arlington 
and Woburn are open to citizens of those 
towns plus Winchester, Lexington and 
Wilmington. All are ministered to by the 
Mystic Valley Council of Children office at 21 
Church st. 

Good notes that all children tested will 
receive an autographed picture of Captain 
Kangaroo, well-known children’s television 


character. Every child will also be eligible to 
win a trip to Disney World for a family of four. 

Children participating from nursery and 
kindergarten schools, not accompanied by 
their parents, must have permission slips. 
Good asks that public and private school 
directors take note of this fact. 

Parental permission slips may be obtained 
from the Mystic Valley Council of Children 
office at 21 Church st. For more information 
call 729-4350.

Two students semifinalist ‘scholars’ 


Principal Vincent E. Larocco has an¬ 
nounced that two students at Winchester High 
School have been named semifinalists in the 
1976 National Merit Scholarship Program. 
These students are among 15,000 who will 
continue in the competition for about 3,800 
Merit Scholarships to be awarded next 
spring. 

The students, both seniors at the high 
school, are Dale Bearden, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Berden of 4 Royal st., and W. Andrew 
Lang, son of Mr. and Mrs. William T. Ling of 
53 Lawson rd. 

One million students from more than 
17,000 high schools entered the 1976 Merit 
Program by taking the 1974 Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Test-National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Test (PSAT-NMSQT). 

The semifinalists are the highest-scoring 
students in each state; the number named in 
each state is proportional to the state’s 
percentage of the nation’s graduating high 
school senior class. 

The semifinalists, most of whom will 
complete high school and enter college in 
1976, represent the top half of one percent of. 
the nation’s most academically talented 
young people. 

To continue in the competition, 
semifinalists must advance to finalist stan¬ 
ding by meeting a number of requirements 
that include being fully endorsed and 


recommended for scholarship consideration 
by Iheir secondary school principals, 
presenting school records that substantiate 
high academic standing, and confirming their 
high PSAT-NMSQT scores with equivalent 
scores on the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT). 
Over 90 percent of the semifinalists are ex¬ 
pected to qualify as finalists and to receive 
Certificates of Merit next February. All 
v ianers of Merit Scholarships are chosen 
a-oiv. the highly able group of finalists. 

pivery finalist competes for one of the.l ,000 
National Merit $1000 Scholarships. A finalist 
competes with all other finalists in a state for 
the scholarships allocated to that state. The 
allocation procedure is the same as the 
method used to name semi-finalists. The 
National Merit $1000 Scholarships are one¬ 
time, nonrenewable awards supported by 
business and industrial sponsors and by 
NMSC’s own funds. A Selection Committee of 
professionals in college admissions and 
counseling is convened to select the 1,000 
winners nationwide.

Coach Manny Marshall’s football team 
chalked up its first victory of the season 
Saturday afternoon at Knowlton Stadium. 
The Rending Rockets, last year’s Middlesex 
League titlists, were on the short end of a 15-6 
score. 

It was an interesting game although many 
penalties were called and mistakes on 
defense were some responsible for many of 
Ihe gains. 

Winchester left the field at half time on the 
short end of a 6-0 score as a result of a 77-yard 
run by halfback Bernie O’Brien of the 
Rockets. He shook loose a couple of would-be 
tacklers and broke into the clear to race 
across the goal line. The Rending extra point 
try hit the goal post and dropped into the end 
zone to nullify the attempt 

The Sachems found rangy Tom Goode, 
the Reading passer, to bi an accurate 
thrower of the pigskin who picked his 
receivers well. He replaced Arthur Iannelli. 
Ihe scheduled starter, who was injured in a 
workout late last week. His favorite targets 
were the aforementioned O’Brien and Co- 
captain Tom Ratacick who played at end 

After taking the opening kickoff, Goode 
took to the air and O’Brien gathered in the 
ball for n first down at the Rocket 40. Three 
plays later he completed the same pass to 
bring Ihe ball inside the Winchester 45. 
However, the Sachems stalled the attack by 
some hard-hitting tackles and took over at 
their own 26 

Mark O’Brien playing at the fullback 
position ground out seven yards, a penalty 
cost the Sachems five yards, Phil Stackpole 
made four and O’Brien a first down at the 35 
Rushes by O’Brien and tri-Captain Donnie 
Ball added another first down at the 45. A long 
Pass downfield was intercepted by Reading 
and carried out to the Rocket 38, hut a per 
sonal foul set them hack to Ihe 23. 

On third down another Goode to O'Brien

Chester 46 with John McCarthy making the 
tackle. A running play to the left was broken 
up by Chris Gill and McCarthy, but Goode hit 
his target again for a first down at the Win¬ 
chester 34 as the quarter ended. 

Tri-Captain Duck Allard dumped Goode for 
a small loss, another pass to co-Captain 
Ratacick netted five, and a fourth down aerial 
went incomplete as Winchester took over at 
its own 30. Mark O’Brien made a first down at 
the 40, but the Winchester attack fizzled. Tri- 
Captain Mark Cullen punted to the Reading 20 
where the receiver was promptly downed by 
Jay Frongillo. 

With the count third down and seven to go 
Bernie O’Brien was off on his scoring run, 
which came at the 4:42 mark of the period. 
Winchester’s ground attack made a few gains 
with Ball and O’Brien carrying, but the 
Reading defenders were rushing Cullen. 

The visitors took over and moved down 
field in an attempt to post another score 
before half time. However, Greg Fuccillo 
picked off one near the the 10 yard line and 
raced to near the 40 where he cut toward the 
middle of th field. It was too bad that he did 
not run straight down the right sideline 
because the only person ahead of him was the 
policeman outside the end zone line some 70 
yards away. With only 13 seconds before half 
time Winchester could not take advantage of 
the interception.

New political divisions.., 


Winchester responds to 
redistricting hearing with 
massive , town-wide yawn 


It may have been that they were distracted 
by the World Series on TV, or for other 
reasons, hut whatever it was, Winchester 
citizens showed massive non-interest in 
redistricting of the political boundaries of the 
town when no one showed up at a public 
hearing on the matter conducted by the 
selectmen Tuesday night. 

While their only response to the subject 
may have been a united wide yawn in the 
privacy of their homes, the citizenry by their 
demonstrated apathy, apparently assented to 
the proposal of redistricting by their absence. 

A state statute called for review of 
districts and the new town charter stated that 
Ihe town be changed from six to eight 
districts. As a result many Winchester 
residents will be in new precincts and may be 
asked to vote at a new location. 

Of the total 12,049 voters in the town, each 
of the new districts has approximately 1,500 


persons. 

A breakdown of voters by precinct is as 
follows: 

Precinct 1 - 1,575 
Precinct 2 - 1,414 
Precinct 3 - 1,653 
Precinct 4 - 1,686 
Precinct 5 - 1,519 
Precinct 6 - 1,389 
Precinct 7 - 1,547 
Precinct 8 - 1,266 
Total - 12,049 voters 

A breakdown of voters by political af¬ 
filiation indicates there are 3,371 registered 
Republicans, 4,304 registered Democrats, two 
members of the American Party, and 4,372 
Independents, or voters who are registered 
without party affiliation. 

A map showing the geographic boundaries 
of the redistricting, which appeared in The 
Star for several weeks, is available at the 
Town Hall. 


Superintendent says. 


School plan will save dollars, 
but won’t improve education 


The community school association met 
October 9, and the new school proposal was 
the main topic of discussion. 

Superintendent of Schools Willliam 
MacDonald was present, along with Asst. 
Superintendant Bill Fallon and School 
Committeewoman Mary Preonski. 

Mr. MacDonald said his office was 
preparing a fact sheet in response to the 
many questions of Winchester parents. He 
suggested that a representative from each 
school collect questions, put them in order 
and submit them to him. From these, he will 
then develop a fact sheet. 

Mr. Fallon suggested, "If you look clearly 
at the numbers, schools can be closed.” He 
also stated, "The largest consideration in the 
design of this plan, was the redistricting of 
students.” 

Mr. MacDonald said that "the plan was 
proposed to save the townspeople money, but 
that it will not necessarily bring im¬ 
provements in education. Equality of 
education is not brought about by con¬ 
solidating schools. Furthermore, it is the 
responsibility of the town to accept or reject 
the plan.” 

Mrs. Pronski said that it was doubtful that 
the school committee would make an early 
decision on the proposal.

The group includes two elementary 
school principals, three elementary school 
teachers, and four parents, representing each 
of the elementary schools. The preliminary 
report of this committee to the school com¬ 
mittee, is scheduled for November 24, and the 
final report will be due sometime in 
February.

The 
proceeds of this event go to the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation.

A potpourri of vibrations emanate— 
eleven-year-old Eve practicing her violin, 
ten-year-old Adam tap dancing to his heart’s 
delight and father, Norman Goodman going 
over some lines for a new part. — An 
eavesdropper’s fantasy. 

The theatre has always been a part of 
Norman Goodman’s life. As a child he at¬ 
tended the theatre often with his family. Some 
30 years ago he began acting. 

In fact, the Goodman family would be 
quite different today, if it hadn’t been for a 
theatre set in Puerto Rico, where Goodman 
cast his wife, Harriet, as the ingenue for “Mr. 
Barry’s Etchings.’’ They were married 
shortly after the play closed. 

Their youngest son, Adam just finished

shooting a movie with WGBII which brought 
the Winchester Theater into the limelight one 
Friday this past September. 

In this movie depicting the late forties, 
Adam plays the part of a boy who drives his 
16-year-old brother crazy. Adam’s real father 
adds, “Sort of like the Adam we all know here 
at home.” 

The forties as some of us may recall 
brought rising wages and prices, the war and 
shortages. One scene of the WGBH special 
entitled, “The Great Inverted Bowl of 
Darkness” shows a family coping with the 
sudden housing shortage of the time. 

The action takes pluce on pay day. 
Members of the household quaff some beer 
and decide to go to the railroad yard to pick 
up their house which has arrived. 

There it is! A prefabricated house from 
Sears & Roebuck, all in an orderly array of 


boxes. In the excitement of “well-wishers,” 
the boxes are taken apart, leaving a heap of 
strewn, misplaced, puzzle pieces. 

Adam thinks that this scene is one of the 
most hilarious in the television production. 
The special, written and narrated by Jean 
Sheppard is to he aired in March. 

Norm Goodman and his daughter Eve are 
currently playing in Sophocles’ most 
dramatic tragedy. “Oedipus Rex,” at the 
Lyric Stage in Copley Square. They give four 
performances a week on Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday. 

Goodman plays the part of Tiresius, a 
blind man who unknowingly divulges the 
truth to Oedipus. Oedipus learns that he has 
killed his own father, Laius, married his 
father’s wife, (Oedipus’ mother) Jocasta and 
had children by her. 

Besides playing the part of a soothsayer. 


Goodman fills two other roles as a humorous 
shepherd and as the voice of doom. As the 
shepherd, he brings comic relief to a very 
heavy scene laden with calamity 

Eve plays Oedipus' daughter, Antigone, 
and also has a part in the beginning of the 
play as one of the lamenlers who bemoan the 
death of Oedipus’ father Laius. 

Her favorite scene which she is in, occurs 
just after Jocasta hangs herself and Oedipus 
puts out his eye. All the attention centers upon 
her and Oedipus as they walk off stage 

Eve’s parents feel that “she has natural 
acting ability and seems to understand why 
the actors are doing certain things on stage.” 

“Since the opening of this show she has 
exhibited the ability to make herself un¬ 
derstood and seems to move very naturally on 
stage.” they say. 

Already these two children have turned in 
some notable performances. For the past two 
years Adam performed in Boston Ballet’s 
“Nut Cracker Suite” as one of the children. 
You may recall him as the one who stood upon 
his grandfather’s shoulders in one of the 
scenes. He plans to tour the New England 
area again this year with the ballet. 

lie has performed in two other Boston 
ballets- ‘Hamlet” and “Medea.” 

As the only non union member of the cast 
in “Ah Wilderness,’’ Adam performed with 
the Boston University’s Summer Repertory 
Theatre. 

Cast similarly in the WGBH special, Adam 
plays the all American little brother who 
takes delight in jangling the nerves of his 
adolescent brother in this play by Eugene 
O’Neill. 

Besides being a fifth grade student in Ms. 
Coleman’s class at Lincoln School, Adam is 
currently studying tup dancing from the 
Boston Ballet Co. and piano from Edith 
Bolster of 247 Washington st. 

If you rise early enough to watch the 
Saturday morning cartoons, you may even a 
catch a glimpse of Adam peddling some toy 
on children's commercials. His favorite 
theatre? He enthusiastically replys, 
“Musicals!” 

Eve also enjoys musicals and one of her 
favorite pastimes is reading them. She is 
presently reading some of Rodgers and 
Hammerstein’s works. 

Her debut was last year with Winchester’s 
Children Theatre performance of “Noah’s 
Ark" in which she played a zebra. 

A classroom project in Mr. Brown’s sixth 
grade using video equipment prompted Eve 
lo write a take-off on game shows, entitled

Shaker cookery, famous since 
nation’s early Federal period

For the Shakers, the preparation of food 
was a joyous task. Shaker cookery has been 
famous since the early Federal period when 
the “kitchen sisters” devised ways to feed the 
families of their large communities. 

The popularity of Shaker cooking is 
demonstrated each August at the Hancock 
Shaker Village museum near Pittsfield at a 
week-long World’s Peoples Dinners and 
Kitchen Festival. 

Like Shaker architecture, furniture and 
dress, the Shaker cooking was simple, ex¬ 
cellent, and imaginative. 

An apple, bread, and cheese tasting 
festival continued to draw visitors early this 
month. The tastings were held in the Great 
Common Kitchen of the main dwelling. 
Museum volunteers and staff, called the 
Kitchen Sisters, prepared a wide variety of 
foods. Cheese bread, cheese waffles, apple 
pancakes, apple cake, Shaker applesauce, 
and oatmeal bread with apple-ginger jelly 
could be munched while wandering through 
the spacious kitchen. 

The Hancock Shaker Village was the third 
of the 18 communities founded by the Shakers 
under the direction of English-born Mother 
Ann Lee in the 1770’s. Hancock ceased to be 
Shaker community in I960 when the last two 
members moved to New Hampshire. 

These recipies were tuken from Caroline 
Piercy’s “Shaker Cookbook” assembled 25 
years ago.

Cream butter, gradually add sugar and 
beat thoroughly; then add beaten eggs. Mix 
all dry ingredients together. Add flour- 
mixture alternately with cider to butter 
mixture. Butter a loaf pan; turn batter into 
pan and bake in moderate (350 degrees) oven 
for one hour. When cool, place in tightly 
closed container. This cake will keep for 
weeks. This recipe will make 2 pans.

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Student Union new form of 
government at high school

Then 1 is a new form of student government 
in'the making at Winchester High School this 
vrar which is termed, very simply, the 
Student Union. 

Mans for the changeover from Student 
Council, the old type of student government to 
the Student Union began last spring when 
student government heads and faculty ad 
mors initiated the change, and the student 
l)o(l\ voted on whether the Union would come 
io pass The new plans were passed hut there 
vi:- some speculation as to whether the 
linage was for the better or merely 
omolhing different just for the sake of 
change. 

It has been several months now and the 
Undent Union seems to be shaping up quite 
\ell It has not been as simple as it may 
sound, though. On the contrary, there have 
been several modifications made in the 
Sludent Uunslituion, and it is still in the 
evolutionary stages, yet the prospects are 
promising Those who are involved in the 
Student Union remain optimistic as to the 
direction they are headed with the project. 

For the purpose of contrast and com¬ 
parison, let us look at the format of the 
student governments at Winchester High 
School past and present. 

The previou: form of government which 
was the Student Council, consisted of four 
Undent government heads, president, vice- 
president secretary, and treasurer from 
each sophomore, junior, and senior class, in 
addition to various representatives elected 
separately fm and by the individual grades. 

Last yeai student participation in the 
Student Council numbered rpproximately 15. 
'Phis year there ire more than 80 students 
participating, i i the Student Union. The of¬ 
ficers me Hob Sutherland, chairman, Moira 
IVIeColdriek. vice chairperson, Maria 
Coscntino, treasurer, and Nancy McHue, 
secretary, all of whom were elected by the 
total sludent body. 

In addition, numerous others were elected 
either by popular vote, or l>y obtaining 50 
sludent signature endorsements. As one can 
readily see the main difference between the 
two forms il government is size. The per¬ 
centage ol student interest as well as par¬ 
ticipation has greatly inc? eased. Having such 
i large cross section of students involved in 
the school government allows each person to 
reach a certain number of students outside 
the government. As a result of this in- 
leraetion, more people ire made aware of 


issues going on within the school. This is whal 
a student government should do, activiate 
students’ awareness so that they can take 
steps to change things for more positive 
alternatives. 

Other differences in the new student 
government are beginning to surface. In past 
years the' Student Council lost its ef¬ 
fectiveness to act on matters other than those 
of social origin. 

Unlike its predecessor, the Student Union 
is working on issues within the school and 
community which effects all students. They 
are trying to change things within their grasp 
without overstepping their social and political 
boundaries. 

The union is made of small groups of 
students, acting with a faculty advisor to 
solve one specific problem or issue. One 
group colaborating with Action 75 (who 
initiated the project) plans to paint the 
Wodgemere train station. 

Another com mi tee is working on plans for 
the senior prom, where not only seniors 
participate but members of all classes are 
involved so that they too may gain experience 
to carry on these plans in the coming years. 

There is also an evaluation and develop¬ 
ment commiteo which does exactly what its 
name states. There is a movement within the 
Student Union to try to establish a scholarship 
fund using the money collected from Student 
Union-sponsored activities. 

There seems to be a coming together of 
students of all grades in a willingness to 
cooperate with students and faculty alike, to 
work in unison with those involved directly 
and indirectly, to change things for the better 
rather than merely complaining about how 
bad matters are. 

I don’t mean to paint the picture too rosy 
because it is not. As the old adage says 
‘Change is always slow at coming.’ The plans 
of the Student Union are still in the 
preliminary stages and the net result has yet 
to be seen. All the same I wish the Student 
Union luck with their endeavors and hope that 
the spirit of concern spreads throughout the 
community as well as throughout the school.

YOUR PLAN REQUIRES: 


Escape routes-you must have two. 

1. Front or back door. 

2. Bedroom window. (Make sure it works; you may need a special fire escape ladder 
if the window is high up.) 

Floor Plan: 

1. Use a grid to draw a floor plan of each person’s bedroom or to show the whole 
house. Sample floor plans are on the back page. 

2. Show two exits. Write down your outside meeting place. 

Discuss procedures with your family. 

1. Sleep with the bedroom door closed. It will hold back deadly smoke while you 
escape. 

2. Plan on your detector or some other signal to wake the family. 

3. Test the door. If hot, use your alternate escape. If cool, brace your shoulder 
against the door and open it cautiously. Be ready to slam it if smoke or heat rush in. 

4. Crawl in smoke. Hold your breath too. 

5. Escape fast; don’t stop to pack! 


6. Choose a specific outdoor meeting spot so you can see that everyone is safe. 

7. Assign someone to make sure nobody returns to the burning house-many die 
going back. 

8. Call the fire department from a neighbor’s phone. 

Family Rehearsal 

1. Everyone in bedrooms; doors closed. 

2. One person sounds the alarm. 

3. Each person tests his door. 

4. Pretend it’s hot; use alternate escape. 

Everyone meet outdoors at an assigned spot. 

Your plan requires: 

1. A smoke detector. 

2. Escape routes marked on a floor plan. 

3. Family discussion. 

4. Rehearsal. (Do it!) 


Remember that fatal fires may occur at anytime of the day. The most impressive 
killer figure, hoivever, in the time you are asleep. You can protect yourself and your 
family in this vital period. What you can do is make sure you have routes to get 
out of the house and practice them. 

These routes should be other than the normal routes of exits that you use daily in 
entering your bedroom. Your children lutve fire drills continually in their schools, 
even though they do not sleep there. Yet, how many families in Winchester today practice 
fire drills in their homes?

work within limits! 


Oh, the limits of apart¬ 
ment living: stark white 
walls with no architectur¬ 
al Interest; small rooms 
that must accommodate 
entertaining as well as 
day-to-day living; win¬ 
dows that offer lots of 
light and a ringside seat 
for the neighbors, and 
never, but never enough 
closet space. Typical dec¬ 
orating problems all, but 
with a little ingenuity, not 
unsol vable. 

A good starting point in 
decorating, whether in an 
apartment or house, is to 
create a focal point of in¬ 
terest. 

In many apartments 
that have neither dra¬ 
matic views or a striking 
element like a fireplace, 
this center of interest must 
be created. It might be an 
imposing piece of furni¬ 
ture, a spectacular piece 
of artwork, or simply a 
clever arrangement of fur¬ 
nishings. 

An around-tne-corner 
grouping of seating pieces, 
for example, will direct 
visual attention into the 
main conversation area — 
a natural center of inter¬ 
est.

As 
an alternative, if perspir¬ 
ation is a special problem, 
try Scholl's Dry Anti-Per- 
spirant Foot Spray.

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Buczko lunches with Rotarians 


Auditor comes a-calling 9 
gets in some politicking 

State Auditor Thaddeus (Ted) Buczko was the guest speaker at the weekly lun¬ 
cheon meeting of the Winchester Rotary Club at the Methodist Church hall last 
Thursday noon, and showed 'em what professional politics and the art of getting—or 
trying to get—votes is all about. 

Mr. Buczko, tall, bald, conservatively dressed and apparently in fine physical 
condition, delivered a prepared speech on the state’s financial crises, and the bond 
issue for $450 million to pay off the state’s “Master Charge’’ bill. 

His speech, like the spaghetti and meatballs served to the Rotarians and their 
guests, was well received and apparently right on target, maybe a little heavy on the 
sauce. 

However, even the sauce was in good taste. In the case of Mr. Buczko, it consisted 
of two aides passing out large envelopes, each of which contained samples of auditing 
already completed by his office, to a captive audience of Rotarians as they walked out 
the door of the hall. There was no other place to go out, hence, they got their samples 
into the hands of everyone, whether they wanted them or not. No one refused. No one 
seemed offended. 

Even so, Buczko seemed to have won some new friends from among his audience, 
keeping his image of being a sharp, no-nonsense politician. 

In one comment, he noted that in some states the auditor is appointed by the 
governor. In his case, he said, he would prefer that it remain elective, noting that he is 
beholden to no man but answers only to the voters. 

Apparently, he has been doing all right by them, for he keeps getting elected. The 
campaign goes on and on. —J.R.S. 


In crackdown 


Health Board in warning 
to caterers on violations

In the interest of public health, the Win¬ 
chester Board of Health is making a con¬ 
certed effort to keep track of caterers 
preparing and serving food to its residents. 

According to state statute, caterers are 
required to register with local boards of 
health before serving meals other than in n 
business establishment. 

Yet, Winchester’s Board of Health 
Director Michael Saraco and Vartkes 
Karaian, member of the Board of Health, 
report the law is not followed by many. 

To crackdwown on violators, they urge 
Winchester residents who are holding catered 
public functions, wedding celebrations and 
house parties to call the office of the Board of 
Health and report their coming event, the 
date and place of the party and the name of 
the caterer. 

They suggest that persons hiring caterers 
advise them to contact the Board of Health 
office and to complete a procedural form and 
later to check with the office themselves to 
see if such registration has taken place. 

The law requires the registration take 
place at least seven days before service is 
provided. 

Karaian said the procedure is for the 
benefit of the host and his guests. “It must be 
a cooperative venture,” he noted. 

The conditions under which food is tran¬ 
sported is a chief concern of the health of¬ 
ficials. Food which is to be served hot must be 
transported in steam tables and food to be 
served cold should have refrigeration or be 
packed in ice. 

Food should also be covered, said Saraco. 

In talking with The Star, Saraco recalls a 
lime several years ago when he just happened 
along on Main street and saw two large tins of 
uncovered liquid on the sidewalk. 

He pondered and waited, later to discover 
the cans contained soup which was to be 
served at a gathering in the upstairs of the 
building. 

“Someone could have come along and 


flipped a cigarette or other substance in the 
soup,” he said. 

Another time Saraco made an unexpected 
visit to a local function and discovered a dirty 
meat slicer. In talking with the operator of the 
machine. Saraco learned he didn’t know the 
meat slicer could be taken apart and it hadn’t 
been cleaned since it was purchased. 

Registration with the Board of Health 
office does not mean that every function 
occurring in town will have an inspector on 
the premises, but. said Saraco, it puts 
caterers on guard and therefore brings forth 
their best. 

And. of course, inspectors will make 
random visits. 

Karaian noted the number of food 
poisoning cases throughout the state has been 
on the rise in recent years. 

This is because more people are eating 
out, there are more convenience foods, more 
parties and a more mobile society. 

. He said it makes no difference if a caterer 
is serving in a hall or a home. The same 
safeguards must be taken. 

Once a caterer who has not registered is 
warned, it is up to him to register every time 
he returns to Winchester. If he does not 
register and is caught, he will be prohibited 
from ever serving food in the town. 

The local officials said that state public 
health authorities are more watchful of 
restaurants which have open salad bars. If 
customers are to be protected from disease, 
they note, salad bars should have “sneeze 
guards,” which Karaian describes as see- 
through covers over food with an opening at 
the bottom to reach food. 

Winchester school cafeterias have sneeze 
guards, said Karaian. 

Saraco said his department has been 
trying for years to increase restaurant and 
catered affairs and now that they have in¬ 
creased staffing they expect to be able to do a 
better job of enforcing health laws. 

But, he said, we need the cooperation of 
residents and caterers.

Selectmen, who approve articles for 
preparation of the town meeting 
warrant, agreed the subject matter 
should be discussed at town meeting and 
indicated willingness to include the ar¬ 
ticle in the warrant “if advisory in 
nature” purely as a subject for debate 
but not as an endorsement of specifics 
proposed. 


Lodging house license denied,

Winchester selectmen Monday denied a 
lodging-rooming house license to William and 
Judith Caci of 41 Samoset rd. for property at 
141 Washington st. 

This means that residents who live in 
rooms in the house, known as the old Barone 
property, will have to move. 

Caci and his attorney, Lawrence Murray, 
are expected to meet with Assistant Zoning 
Administrator Norman Sherman within a few 
days from the Monday meeting to set a 
convenient date for the transition of use at the 
property.

three rooms with a total of six tenants at 141 
Washington st. 

He gave evidence that prior to purchase of 
Ihe property by Caci, there did exist a mixed 
use occupancy. “We are asking to maintain 
the house as it presently exists," Murray 
said. “We do not wish to change the use of the 
property.” 

Sherman, who pointed to the house as 
being in a one and two-family (RG) district, 
Said he discovered the non-conformance to 
Ihe zoning by-law after reviewing census 
records. 

Giving history of the house, which was 
originally a single family dwelling, Sherman 
said former owner Dr. William Barone 
converted the house from one to two-family in 
1946 after obtaining a variance from the 
Board of Appeal 

He said as far as he can determine the 
house remained as a two-family dwelling 
from 1946 to 1968. 

Questioned by selectmen, he said there are 
a substantial number of similar multi-use 
situations in Winchester 

Selectmen queried Caci and his lawyer for 
more details. They learned the first floor 
contains an apartment and a room; the 
second floor has an apartment and a room ; 
and the third, several rooms, which Caci 
labeled the third of the three rooms to be used 
as lodging units.

Redistricting voted: 
Town to be split into 
eight new precincts 


At their meeting Monday the 
Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to accept the proposed 
eight town precincts to be formed 
from the current six. They voted 3-2, 
Selectmen Dunbar and Chapman 
dissenting, to establish March 2, the 
date of the presidential primary, as 
the date to make the redistricting 
effective. 

The Board of Registrars of 
Winchester was present to advise 
the selectmen on appropriate dates 
and procedures for making this 
change conform with the town 
charter. 

Under the charter, the town will 
be redistricted into eight precincts 
based on the number of inhabitants 
and not on the number of registered 
voters as has been the case until 
now. For this reason a precinct with 
many children or apartments may 
have relatively few registered 
voters. 

The 34 voting machines the town 
now has will be sufficient for a trial 
run on March 2. The presidential 
primary has the lowest voter turnout 
of all elections. The selectmen 
therefore chose this date to see 
whether polling places, machines, 
and personnel are being used ef¬ 
fectively. 

Town Clerk Elsie Nelson will 
have the new voting lists from 
selectmen as early in January as 
possible so that townspeople running 
for office in the town election will 
have enough time to file nominating 
papers. 

The Board of Registrars will look 
at all possible polling places in the 


precincts to find the best ones for 
parking and storage of machines. 

As now recommended by the 
selectmen the precincts are 1. 
Washington School; 2. High School; 
3. Town Hall; 4. Mystic School; 5. 
Ambrose Svhool; 6. Vinson-Owen 
School; 7. Wyman School; 3. Noonan 
School. 

If the registrars find other polling 
places more suitable they will ad¬ 
vise the selectmen. The parking 
problem at the Ambrose and high 
schools may make their use as 
polling places questionable. 

Town Clerk Nelson will try to 
have all names of candidates for 
office on one line of the voting 
machine. This action, as suggested 
by Selectman Dunbar, will help 
voters be sure to see all candidates’ 
names before casting vote. Order of 
names will be by lot in accordance 
with the new charter. 

Construction of precinct boards 
to show district lines and other voter 
information will begin as soon as 
possible. 

Selectmen and registrars an¬ 
ticipate no problems informing the 
public about the new district lines. 

There was considerable 
discussion as to the date to actually 
convert from six to eight districts. 

Selectman Dunbar, one of those 
dissenting on the March 2 date, was 
anxious to move forward as quickly 
as possible. 

Those opposing felt use of the 
primary election date would lessen 
confusion, especially concerning the 
filling of town meeting member 
vacancies.

Town’s new 24-hour dog leash 
law in effect, being enforced 


A 24-hour dog leash law is now in effect in 
Winchester 

The change from 12 hours to 24 became 
effective October 17 after amendments ap¬ 
proved by town meeting and the attorney 
general were duly advertised. 

This means all dogs may not stray or run 
at large on public property or private 
property other than that belonging to the 
owner unless they are leashed or chained. 

Dogs found to be at large and in violation 
of the by-law will be caught and confined by 
Ihe dog officer.

days from receipt of notice to reclaim the dog 
after, paying fine and cost of confinement fee 
of $2 per day. 

Fines are $10 for the first offense; $15 for a 
second; and $20 for a third during any one 
calendar year. 

Another change in the by-law is that no 
person or organization shall own or keep in 
the town any dog which has not been vac¬ 
cinated against rabies within 24 months. The 
time period in this instance was the change. 

An addition to the law in section 6 says: No 
person or organization shall own or keep any 
unspayed female dog in season when not 
confined in any adequate enclosure on the 
property or housed in a veterinarian hospital 
or registered kennel. It shall be the duty of the 
dog officer to apprehend any such dog and 
impound it in a suitable place, or to order 
restraint of the dog. 

Licenses are $4 for male, dogs, while 
licenses for females are $7 unless a certificate 
from a registered veterinarian shows the 
animal has been spayed. 

June 10 has heen established as the 
deadline for procurement of dog licenses.

Interfaith group 
to discuss 
family life 

Dr. Donovan Hommen, director of the 
South Shore Pastoral Counseling Center, will 
lead the third in the Winchester Interfaith 
Education Committee’s five-part series on 
Marriage and Family Life, on Tuesday, 
October 28, at 8 p.m.

OWNERSHIP 
AND OPERATION?

I have discussed In these reports our preference for 
local operation of banks. You may wish to know how 
you are affected by the ownership structure of your 
bank. 

Although every bank Is operated somewhat dif¬ 
ferently, there are certain basic characteristics which 
they all share. And, generally speaking, every bank 
hopes to aid the community In which it operates while 
generating profit for Its stockholders. 

But it is the emphasis on these goals which can* 1 
make the difference to customers and local com * 
munltles. When ii hhhk Is doing all of Its business In a 
specific town or county, it is easy for that institution to 
set priorities In its lending policies which are designed 
to bring the maximum benefits to this community. 
This Is not only good citizenship, it Is good business: If 
the area prospers the bank can expect to do well, and if 
the area’s business is poor the hank will suffer as well. 

Now let’s take the case of a large banking system-- 
either a bank with branches spread across a state or a 
multibunk holding company which owns banks in 
numerous communities and In some cases in several 
states. These banks do not have the same degree of 
Interest as the community - owned bank In what the 
lurge systems call “satellite” towns, since 
management generally Is concentrated In the home- 
office city. Other factors work to spread their focus 
even further. 

First, the stock of these banks and holding com¬ 
panies usually Is registered on national securities 
exchanges.

Second, all large banking systems compete In the 
national loan market. The business of the very largest 
corporations is prized above all other lending activity. 
This Is because one big loan Is easier to make than 100 
or 1,000 smaller loans adding up to the same amount, 
tuid because among hlg bunks there Is ‘'prestige" In 
having the most important looking customer list. 

Often In states such as Massachusetts which permit 
holding company.activity on an unrestricted basis, a 
branch bank or a holding company affiliate will be in 
direct competition with a locally opened and operated 
independent community bank. This la true of the Town 
of Winchester. 

Generally speaking, the lending policies of the 
branch or affiliate are dictated from the home office 
and the manager Is restricted In his decision - making 
to the rules laid down for him. 

On the other hand, the independent community 
bank, run like Suburban National Bank of Arlington, 
has a board of directors which is thoroughly 
acquainted with the citizens of the community and 
their business needs. If a local concern comes to an 
Independent bank with a loan request, there Is no need 
for communication back to the “head office" nor Is 
there any worry over whether national commitments 
might have reduced the amount of funds the bank Is 
ready to dispense locally. 

There Is only the single question which should be the 
criterion In every bank, but unfortunately, is not: Is 
this a good credit risk? In most local independent 
community banks, where the customer Is usually a 
neighbor who Is well known to the management or a 
board member, this question is not answered by the 
cold facts of a balance sheet but on the generally sound 
character Judgment of the banker. 

In local communities, decisions like these can have 
tremendous cumulative Impact. If a business loan 
which might produce a half-dozen new jobs directly 
gets turned down, that’s a half-dozen paychecks that 
do not get spent In local stores. It Is a half-dozen 
families that are not patronizing local merchants and 
paying local taxes. Over the course of a few years the 
orientation and priorities of the local bank will make 
the difference In u score of cases of this kind. They 
make the difference between a vigorous and growing 
local economy and a local economy dependent on 
outside factors for Jobs and Income. 

The difference between independent community 
hanks and chain operations geared td bigness Is. well- 
recognized In the bunking business. 

One of the best-known holding company bankers In 
the nation. K. A. Randall, u Virginia banker who 
previously was a Washington bunking regulator, 
summed It up when he conceded that when a holding 
company comes up against a well-managed In¬ 
dependent bank “they can kick hell out of us." 

The reasons is quite simple: tht Independent 
community bank Is committed to the future of Its own 
♦own and not simply to the bottom line on a proflt-and- 
loss statement.

The Star frequently receives inquiries as 
to why we don’t accept ads or editorial copy to 
promote lotteries, bingo or raffles as such. 

The reason The Star does not accept such 
news or advertising copy is because it is 
against federal postal regulations for 
newspapers mailed under second class 
permit. 

When we receive news copy promoting 
such activities, we usually change the wor 
ding lo something like “games will he 
featured” or “prizes will be awarded.” 

Non-acceptance of such news has nothing 
to do with The Star’s acception or rejection of 
lotteries or similar games as ways to raise 
funds. 

This week during a selectmen discussion 
on what date to make redistricting effective. 
Arthur Dunbar, who favored converting 
immediately, said: “Let’s do something 
constructive for a change and move for¬ 
ward." 

It is true selectmen very often are slow to 
make decisions. The subject of rules and 
regulations for bingo, the Topics program, 
and whether or not to raise taxi fares are 
prime examples. 

We understand your frustration Mr. 
Dunbar. Sometimes the wheels of progress 
travel slowly or get stuck in mud, but really, 
selectmen do lots of constructive things and I 
know you’ll agree. 

According to Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall, the opening session in the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court or, October 9 
did not bring forth any new developments or 
indication of results in the case of some 
citizens request for recall of certain School 
Committee members. 

Understand from Arthur Hewis that 
Vincent Carroll (author of the original dog 
leash law) who is recuperating at Winchester 
Hospital after surgery is getting many 
reports of unleashed dogs, especially during 
the night. 

First of all, it would seem appropriate that 
complaints of unleashed dogs be reported to 
Dog Officer Nick Molea. 

Next. Molea admitted to selectmen 
Monday that dog office night patrol has not 
begun. At present, the only dog pick-up at 
night is by police officers in cruisers who 
happen to see an unleashed dog. Emergency 
complaints at night, said Molea, are taken 
care of immediately by police on duty or 
himself, but other calls are followed up the 
next morning. 

Recalling that town meeting appropriated 
$4,500 for extra personnel in view of the 24 
hour dog leash extension, selectmen were 
disturbed that some of this money is being 
used to pay for Molea’s regular holidays and 
vacations or for replacements while he is off 
duly. 

Surprised to hear this, Selectman John J. 
Sullivan said: “There seems to be a 
deficiency budget and if this is the case, we’d 
•better know it.” 

Selectwoman Barbara S. Hankins favored 
night patrol immediately. “If we have a 24- 
hour dog leash law. we should enforce it. 
People need to know this. Otherwise there is 
no different situation than we have now.” 


Besides members of the press, persons 
making reports, and Robert Winn who 
frequently is present, there were 12 citizens at 
this week’s selectmen’s meeting. The 12 were 
members of a neighborhood group favoring 
denial of a lodging house license to William 
Caci for property at 141 Washington st. 


The Jaycees are sponsoring their second 
annual haunted house at Camp Joy from 
October 26 through the 31st.

If we must run, let us run toward 
eternity.” 

The message was signed J.N.

State’s pinch 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Taxes are a big business in Massachusetts, 
find no other form of revenue is expanding as 
fast. 

Major tax levies are no longer limited to 
the property owner and business man, who 
are just about keeping their heads above 
water in a state where a tide of fiscal 
irresponsibility prevails. 

But the pinch is also funneling down to the 
little guy who has nothing and is running 
harder than ever just to stay even in a tight 
economy. 

The people of our fair state now pay more 
of their hard earned income in taxes than they 
do on food.,Or one may say: They value state 
services more highly than the food they buy. 

Today the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, with its many agencies and 
departments, can be considered the biggest 
employer, the biggest buyer, the biggest 
giver, and without a doubt the biggest waster 
of manpower, materials and equipment; the 
outgrowth of which has plunged the ad¬ 
ministration into a fiscal dilemma. 

In search of a budgetary solution the 
governor and Democratic controlled 
legislature have taken the easy route in an 
attempt at solving the fiscal crisis, by 
fashioning legislation which will increase 
existing revenues on the already over¬ 
burdened taxpayer in the areas of sales, in¬ 
come, and meals, and eliminating and 
reducing many vital federal subsidized 
programs within the Department of Human 
Services; 

Rather than making substantial personnel 
reductions in the many bureaucratic and 
politically oriented agencies that are over¬ 
staffed. overextended, and have exceedingly 
high operating budgets in relation to the 
quantity and quality of services they render, 
such as the M.B.T.A., M.D.C. and D.P.W. - 
just to name a few. 

These are the agencies that have to share 
most of the responsibility for the high cost of 
state administration today. 

But if the governor and legislature are 
seeking to attain a balanced budget by using 
the formula of tax and spend, and hitting John 
Q. Public with a massive revenue program 
while disregarding personnel cutbacks, and 
changes in the slipshod management 
procedures in these agencies; the overall 
critical fiscal condition of the administration 
will continue to plague the over burdened 
taxpayer of this state in the years ahead.

Litter solution 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

For many years an inevitable part of the 
experience of Scouting in Winchester—Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, Cub Scouts or Brownies- 
has been the Litter Clean-up. This is a 
euphemism for c process which is mainly the 
retrieval of discarded beer bottles—whole or 
broken-and discarded beer or soft drink 
cans. 

This fall there is an alternative—a more 
hopeful approach to the problem. Winchester 
citizens, including members of the League of 
Women Voters, the Conservation Com¬ 
mission, and the Winchester Environmental 
Protection Association, are carrying an 
initiative petition proposing an act to require 
that beer and soft drink containers sold in 
Massachusetts be returnable for a refund. A 
similar act, passed in Oregon in 1972, has 
been successful in reducing litter without 
causing economic disruption. Other states, 
including Vermont, have followed. 

If sufficient signatures can be obtained 
statewide, the Massachusetts Legislature will 
have to vote on the bill next spring. If the bill 
is unsuccessful then, more signatures may 
put it on the ballot for voter consideration 
next fall.

The Baldwin apple 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Although the apt description of New 
England apples in the October 9 issue of The 
Winchester Star is commendable, the ac¬ 
companying historical citations need 
correction. The original Baldwin apple tree, 
according to the most authentic records 
available, grew wild as a natural mutation, 
near or on the Butters Farm at the Woburn- 
Wilmington line. 

The apple was publicized by Colonel 
Loammi Baldwin, an officer in the 
Revolutionary War, hence the name. The 
Rumford Historical Association has erected a 
monument commemorating the site of the 
first tree which fell in the hurricane of 1815. 
For those who are interested, the monument 
is approached from Route 38 to Wilmington, 
turning left on Butters’ Row just beyond the 
Wilmington-Woburn line and again left on 
Chestnut street where the monument can be 
seen from the road. 

Samuel Thompson was the first appointed 
surveyor of the Middlesex Canal and it is 
sometimes said that in his travels during the 
survey he discovered the first Baldwin apple 
tree. However, mention of the apple in Col. 
Baldwin’s letters precedes the dates of the 
survey so that this connection is wrong. 
Incidently, it was Benjamin not Samuel 
Thompson who later became Count Rumford. 
In 1799, Col. Baldwin sent some of his apples 
to the Count, who was then living in London, 
lo enquire whether the particular variety of 
apple was known in Europe. The apple, as 
Baldwin suspected, turned out to be a unique 
American variety.

The intrigue of the Great Pumpkin Plot 
greeted me during a pre-Halloween visit to 
Omaha last week. 

I had heard rumors by mail. My new 
sister-in-law met her midwestern relatives 
for the first time at a pumpkin-themed bridal 
shower. 

The wife of the governor has been growing 
a pumpkin patch in the front yard of the 
executive mansion. 

The chief pumpkin plotter is Mrs. Lee 
Rowe, a friend and former Nebraska neigh¬ 
bor, who often spearheads successful local 
fund-raising drives with creative and 
sometimes zany ideas. 

She told me that I had arrived just in time 
to see the culmination of a year’s plot to raise 
funds for the Omaha Children’s Memorial 
Hospital. The hospital is the only one ex¬ 
clusively for children between Chicago and 
Denver. 

In order to publicize the hospital’s annual 
community-wide October bazaar, the pum¬ 
pkin plotters passed out specially packaged 
giant variety pumpkin seeds last spring. 

Politician, celebrities, local media per¬ 
sonalities and school kids raised their crops 
and harvested them last week in time for the 
bazaar’s crew of pumpkin face-painting 
artists.

The toasted seeds are for people 
consumption, not birds. 

Toasted Pumpkin Seeds 

1 cup pumpkin seeds 

2 tablespoons oil 
garlic salt 

Wash seeds to remove strings. Soak them 
overnight in salted water (1 1 - teaspoons salt 
to 2-3 cup water). Pat dry. Toss seeds with oil 
and place on cookie sheet. Sprinkle heavily 
with garlic salt. Bake at 250 degrees (slow 
oven) for two to three hours, until the seeds 
are golden brown. Stir occasionally. 

Mrs. Rowe found this local pumpkin 
festival prize-winning recipe “out of this 
world.” 

Harvest Pumpkin Bread 

2-3 cup shortening 
2 and 2-3 cups sugar 
4 eggs 

2 'i. cups pumpkin (one can) 

2-3 cup cold water 

3 and 1-3 cups flour 

'a teaspoon each cloves, baking powder, 
salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

2 teaspoons baking soda 
2-3 cup raisins 

2-3 cup chopped nuts 
Beat shortening and sugar; add eggs, 
mixing well. Add pumpkin and water, mixing 
well. Add raisins and nuts. Sift dry 
ingredients twice and add to pumpkin mix¬ 
ture. Pour into two greased and floured pans 
(3 by 5 by 9 inch). Bake approximately 90 
minutes. Cool in pans for 20 minutes. Glaze 
while still warm. Makes two loaves. 

Prepare glaze by combining 2 cups 
powdered sugar, 2 tablespoons orange juice, 
and red and yellow food coloring to produce 
orange color. Blend well until lumps dissolve. 
Drizzle over warm loaves.

Mrs. Richard Pharo introduced the guest 
speaker, Mrs. C». Perry Ross. Mrs. Pharo said 
that Mrs. Ross "has spent the past 17 years as 
a professional volunteer dedicated to the 
prevention and treatment of health care 
problems." Her experiences in an ad¬ 
ministrative capacity are extensive. 

Mrs. Ross addressed herself to the role of 
volunteers, whom she believes will save the 
human side of service in hospitals - "to keep 
Mrs. Smith from becoming the gall bladder in 
412.”• 

She pointed out that volunteers should not 
do the jobs of paid members of thd sthff but 
should provide the services which tlje hospital 
could not otherwise provide. Organized 


volunteerrs must establish a relationship w ith 
the hospital and the community that is 
knowdedgeable and understanding of the 
needs of both. We should be looking for new 
needs to fill and constantly re-evaluating 
existing programs. 

As an example of innovative thinking. 
Mrs. Ross told of an administer who was 
unable to read all the magazines and articles 
sent to him. A committee was formed to sift 
through all of. these articles and brief the 


administrator, thus keeping him up to date. 
The key is to recognize a need and then to use 
innovative thinking in researching a program 
to fill that need. 

Among those present for the celebration 
and enjoying the 25th Anniversary cake were 
Selectman Larry Smith, Mrs. Winthrop Knox, 
president of EnKa; Mrs. Robert Milliken. 
president of Winton Club; Mrs. Jacqueline

Mr. Reese James, administrator of the 
hospital, unable to attend, sent a letter of 
congratulations and appreciation.

Kenneth Latham, chairman of the hospital of 
trustees thanked the Friends for their help 
over the years. In closing, he summed up the 
spirit of the Friends by quoting an epitaph on 
a grave in Westminster Abey. "What I spent 1 
had, What I saved 1 lost, What I gave 1 have.”

description sounded like three apartments 
and two rooms, which would clearly be in 
violation. 

The zoning law specifies that no new- 
lodging house operations are permitted 
within any district of the town. Only those 
legal non-conforming use operations con¬ 
ducted prior to and continuing since June 28. 
1974 have standing to be licensed. Murray and 
his client assert that the building was used as 
a boardingroom house prior to that date. 

Another stipulation of the law' is that no 
such legal non-conforming use operation can 
continue without a license by selectmen 
which must be renewed annually. Selectmen 
have discretionary powers in granting or not 
granting licenses. 

Sherman told selectmen he does not feel 
the Caci property “is right for multi-use.” 
The structure itself was one of his objections. 

Twelve neighbors of the property were in 
attendance and given an opportunity to speak 
to the issue. 

Mrs. Mary Pronski said she would like “to 


have the neighborhood return to single and 
two-family. Those of us who have tried to 
abide by the law are now being penalized.” 

Mrs. Myrtelina Shamsi voiced displeasure 
that tenants moving in and out of the building 
frequently use her driveway to park the 
moving van without permission. She said 
others in the neighborhood who rent the 
garage at 141 Washington st. cut through her 
yard. She also expressed fear that a transient 
flow of renters and increased traffic would 
infringe on her right to privacy and disturb 
safety of children. 

A list of names of occupants at 141 
Washington st. and the duration of their stays 
showed only one new recent tenant. 

Murray said not to grant the license would 
show “discrimination against a class of 
people known as lodging house dwellers.” 

On a motion by Selectman Arthur Dunbar, 
seconded by John Sullivan, selectmen denied 
the license. William Chapman was not 
present at the time of voting. 

Selectmen recently granted a similar 
license to a Reading resident for property at 
219 Washington st. with a provison that the 
owner fulfill certain building alterations.

For the past three years there has been a 
program at Winchester High School in 
cooperation with various businesses within 
the community. It is the Community Careers 
Program previously entitled Max Ed. This 
program allows students to pursue possible 
career interest on a part-time basis and 
receive school credit while doing so. 

Community Careers grew out of the 
existing Open Campus setup, which allows 
students freedom and responsibility to do 
what they wish during their free periods. This 
may mean studying, getting together with 
friends to discuss various problems, or just 
going downtown for 40 minutes. Before Open 
Campus came into being the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education said in order for it to grant 
its approval to the school, faculty and ad¬ 
ministrators must devise something con¬ 
structive for students to do during this free 
time, henceforth came Max. Ed. 

There are approximately 70 students in¬ 
volved in the program each semester, most of 
whom are seniors. Each student is required to 
meet and to work on their project for an 
average of three hours per week. The 
programs are periodically evaluated and the 
students are graded on a pass-fail basis. I 
should clarify the point that not every student 
on Open Campus is required to take a Max Ed 
program. It is purely elective on the part of 
the student. 

One may pursue interests in such fields as: 
police science, fire science, dental assisting.

School Committee resolution 
establishes revolving funds

As a Winchesterite residing 
at 47 Thornberry rd., he has 
been active in Town Meeting, 
the Vinson-Owen Cub Scout 
Pack Committee and the 
Winchester Unitarian Society. 

With strong interest in 
special education, Cummings 
has served as president and 
director of the Massachusetts 
Parents’ Association for the 
Deaf and Hard of Hearing, as a 
member of the Massachusetts 
Coalition for special education 
and is a member of the ad¬ 
visory council for special 
education to the Winchester 
School Committee. 


Winchester School Committee was 
represented at the recent Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees by delegate 
Catherine R. Fallon and Alternate Jack 
Noble, both of whom were in attendance for 
the entire conference. Mrs. Mary Pronski 
attended one day’s session and Austin 
Broadhurst, legal counsel for the MASC, 
chaired a panel on “The Courts and the 
Schools.” and served as parliamentarian as 
resolutions were proposed during the Friday 
Annual Business Meeting. 

The Winchester School Committee’s 
resolution that the MASC petition the General 
Court to enact legislation to authorize the 
establishment of revolving funds for adult 
education, summer school and community 
use of schools under the . aegis of a school 
committee was passed unanimously. 

Delegate Fallon, In presenting the 
resolution, explained that “to make these 
accounts revolving funds would allow us to 
remove these line items from the budget. 
Common sense suggests that where a specific 
program requires tuition, legislative means 
should be developed to allow the committee to 
pay for the program out of receipts as is 
already permitted for cafeteria and athletic 
accounts. This would allow school com¬ 
mittees to use tuition income to run the 
program without impacting the tax rate. To 
deny this opportunity may, in certain com¬ 
munities threatens the continued existence of 
these valuable educational programs and 
community services, as continued pressures 
are exerted to cut school budgets,” she said. 

This resolution was prompted by a heated 
discussion last spring and summer at the 
Winchester Annual Town Meeting where 
$10,000, the cost of running the Adult 
Education program, was deleted from the 
school budget. 

At a July special town meeting, it became 
evident that the town meeting wanted the 
programs offered, and was willing to pay for 
them so long as the figure did not appear as 
an appropriation within the school budget. 

A second resolution proposed by the 
Winchester School Committee sought to 
amend the tenure law by extending the 
probationary period from three to five years 
and to grant tenure to teachers for five-year 


periods subject to review and evaluation, was 
withdrawn upon the advice of MASC Counsel 
Broadhurst. The withdrawal was made in 
order to strengthen a similar resolution 
sponsored by the Franklin School Committee. 
This resolution which will require aggressive 
lollowup by its supporters at the state house 
reads as follows: 

WHEREAS collective bargaining for 
wages, hours and conditons of employment is 
universally employed in Massachusetts as a 
means of job security for teachers in our 
Public School systems, and 

WHEREAS the tenure law as it is now 
written has become unnecessary as a means 
of guaranteeing a teacher’s position since the 
collective bargaining contract takes 
precedence over all other matters in deciding 
wages, hours and conditions of employment, 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 
that the Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees draft legislation to submit to the 
General Court which would revise the tenure 
law to provide that following the initial 
probationary period for teacher certification 
a system of five year renewable contracts be 
instituted. During the five year period a 
series of evaluations of the professional 
performance and growth of the teacher take 
place by the professional staff of the local 
school district; and that succeeding five year 
contracts use as their criteria a favorable 
evaluation as a prerequisite for continued 
contract extension and employment.

School issue 


School plan Tact sheet’ to 
be issued by superintendent 


Superintendent of Schools William C. 
MacDonald expqptf to have a fact shfift 
available within three or four weeks with 
answers to quostion received by his office 
concerning the proposed changes in the 
school plan. 

At his request, parent groups from all over 
lown have been submitting questions to him 
for response. The proposed plan would close 
the Noonan, Wyman, and Lincoln Schools, 
open Lynch as a regional elementary schopl, 
and make McCall one module of a downtown 
junior high school complex. 

Parents and townspeople have been 
requesting more definite information from 
the superintendent regarding educational 
rationale and costs to the town of this 
proposal. 


MacDonald said his office is now defining 
proposed district lines for seven elementary 
schools to help him gather more concrete 
data than was previously released. 

He said the questions are coming rapidly 
and the answers more slowly, but when he has 
the data it will be presented objectively and 
the proposed plan tested.

School staff tells 
of special needs 

On Tuesday evening, Oct. 21, the Lincoln 
School staff presented a program entitled 
“Special Needs Services at Lincoln School.” 

The purpose of the program was to inform 
the public about the scope of the services 
available to public school children, how 
screening procedures operate, and who the 
staff members are t^at work with the 
children. 

At this time Lincoln School houses three 
special needs classes, as well as other special 
services, which include individual tutoring, 
speech therapy, remedial reading, and 
guidance counseling. Such programs are 
available to any child meeting the criteria of 
“special needs” as established by screening 
procedures. 

The program was a panel presentation of 
special needs staff, headed up and organized 
by Mrs. Susan Stahler. Regular classroom 
teachers also participated. Following the 
panel presentation there was a question and 
answer period for parents in attendance. 


A smoldering if not burning 
issue: Light the town or not 


Mow much should Winchester light up at 
Christmas this year? 

This was a recent topic for discussion by 
the Hoard of Park Commissioners and 
selectmen. 

According to Park Board Chairman Albert 
A. MacDonnell, the Winchester Business 
Association plans to have more extensive 
lighting in the downtown business area. 

In view of this, ithe Park Board requests 
that ALL candles in the Town Hall windows 
be lighted or none be lighted. They also 
recommend lighting the Christmas tree on 
the Town Hall front lawn even though it is 
subject to vandalism. 

Selectwoman Barbara S. Hankins said: 
“Apparently the businessmen and the Park 
Board are not aware of an energy crisis.” She 
said she didn't want to sound like Scrooge but 
feels “town resources can be used in other 
areas” and as public servants, town officials 
should set an example to citizens in view of an 
energy crisis. 

Arthur Dunbar was hotly opposed to Mrs. 
Hankins’s stance and suggested lighting up 
the lown like “a Christmas tree.” 

Moderation came from Selectmen 
Lawrence Smith, William Chapman and John 
J. Sullivan. 

Sullivan said he is in favor of lighting up 
the Town Hall “but don’t expand the center 
lighting even though the cost is trivial.” 

Selectman Chapman reminded the board 
that the candles at Town Hall were gifts of 
Park Commissioner Chandler Parkhurst and 
recommended using them in recognition of 
the season “but use restraint” on other 
lighting. We don’t need to be garish’” he said. 

Dunbar said what the town does for 
lighting and what the business community 
does are two different matters. 


Mrs. Hankins said the businessmen may 
pay for the lights but the town pays for the 
power. 

Selectmen gave Town Manager Thomas 
(iroux the responsibility to follow through on 
the matter with Town Engineer John Ciarcia 
and then get back to MacDonnell. 

Ciarcia is expected to provide information 
as to the care of the lights, that is, who will see 
that they are turned on each night and how 
much is involved in carrying out the project. 
Most of the Town Hall candles are in¬ 
dividually hooked into electric outlets. 

Awning sought 
on sidewalk 

Selectmen received a request from A. J. 
Scotti of Winchester to install an eight foot 
awning across the sidewalk at 5 Converse 
place. 

The awning would be at the entrance of 
Cape Millpopd, a restaurant Scotti proposes 
to open. Selectmen approved the license to 
operate about six months ago. 

Scotti said the awning would be black and 
white, installed in good taste and appearance 
and conform to all required specifications. 

Selectwoman Barbara S. Hankins in¬ 
dicated she would approve the awning feeling 
Scotti ‘ would need to advertise.” 

Selectman John J. Sullivan said he 
“couldn’t get too excited about it because 
awnings tend to be fire hazards.” 

Counsel Douglas Randall said there may 
be two problems: Does it violate the building 
setback line? Does it conform with the new 
sign by-law?

Superintendent* of Schools William C. 
MacDonald proposed to the school 
committee that a system-wide com 
munication in the form of a newsletter be 
sent regularly from the department to 
the townspeople.

Board seeks meeting place as 
state orders hearing it can’t 
afford in hall it can’t use 


The State Deportment of Public Health 
plans to hold a public hearing Monday, 
November 17. regarding a Determination of 
Need for Winchester Hospital's expanded 
parking. 

A petition received by the Department of 
Public Health from abutters and residents of 
the area requires such a hearing be held. 

Selectmen received a request from the 
state to hold the hearing in the Town Hall 
auditorium, but because the condition of the 
auditorium does not meet the requirements 
for certification by Building Commissioner 
William B. MacDonald, the hearing must be 
held elsewhere. 

And because the Department of Public 
Health reports its has no funds to pay for the 
hearing, the question of who will absorb costs 
was a matter for selectmen. 

In a 4-0 vote (Arthur Dunbar abstaining), 
selectmen agreed to assist the state by 
providing a place and absorbing the costs. 


Their justification is that the hearing is for 
the benefit of residents. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux is expected 
to contact (he School Department about using 
a school and he will also determine from 
which budget the cost will come. 

Selectman William Chapman, who is the 
board's subcommittee person for town 
buildings, will check with MacDonald to see 
why the auditorium is not fit for certification. 

Selectwoman Barbara S. Hankins said if 
the auditorium cannot be used for public 
functions, this might be a problem for the 
Winton Club which holds its annual cabaret 
there in their efforts to raise funds for Win¬ 
chester Hospital linens.

School committee approves system for 
evaluation of tenured teachers, same 
one as used for untenured teachers 


The system now used for evaluating 
Winchester teachers without tenure will also 
bo used, with two exceptions, for evaluating 
tenured teachers, according to Assistant 
Superintendent Walter Gleason. 

The exceptions are first, there will be a 
minimum of one required observation for 
tenured teachers; second, the final summary 
sheet will be in a different form than the one 
now used. 

Gleason brought his report before the 
school committee meeting Monday night. 
There was much discussion regarding the 
evaluation forms to be used and the date for 
their completion. 

The proposed form would call for a generul 
summary of a teacher’s strengths and 
weaknesses, and recommendations for hiring 
and increments. The previous form contained 
several more specific items. 

Committeeman Robert Frank was the only 
member to vote against the new form. He 
said, "The long form requires the principal to 
look at each criterion, may be 20 , rather than 
major strengths and weaknesses. The 
evaluations should not be the product of a 
single observation. We need ad hoc ob- 


J. servations during the year." 
r Gleason responded, "To go from zero 

m.p.h. to 100 m.p.h. would not be the best 
procedure. We are proposing to go from zero 
m.p.h. to 10 m.p.h. for this year.” 

He also said that more could be added to 
the form as the year goes along. 

Committcewoman Mary Pronski asked to 
see a final version of the summary sheet by 
April rather than the end of June. She felt the 
April date would allow proper notification to 
teachers so they could make plans for the 
following school year. 

Commitecwomun Catherine Fallon 
suggested using the short form with the other 
ns a checklist and Gleason added that he 
would like to see teachers involved in forming 
the final evaluation sheet. Pronski said she 
would like townmeeting members and 
representatives of the various parent 
associations to also be included in the 
discussions. 

The final motion was to accept Gleason’s 
report with the stipulation that by May 1, 1976, 
a final summary sheet will be available. This 
motion passed with Frank dissenting.

admissions. 

The license to operate the skating rink for 
non-paid admissions does not require an 
amusement license. 

The public hearing was called by select¬ 
men because neighbors of the ice rink have 
indicated a desire to impose restrictions on 
the license because of noise, parking, traffic 
problems and lights shining in bedroom 
windows. 

After Ralph P. Tedcsco, president of USA, 
Inc. told selectmen about games to be played 
for admission fees and other details of the 
link’s activity, residents of the area, had an 
opportunity to air their grievances. 

Noise and parking of cars by those at¬ 
tending games was the biggest complaint. 
The noise comes .from two fans which, ac¬ 
cording to law must operate at least five 
minutes every hotir to keep fresh air within 
the building. 

A neighbor complained that even when the 
fans are not operating, noise seeps through 
the louvres of the fan forcing her to listen to 
whistles, calls by referees and music. 

Tedesco said the State Department of 
Noise Pollution has been to the ice rink and 
said the fan complies with regulations. He 
said he would just as soon not use the fan 
because it is costly, but must run it. At one 
point, he said, he changed a part of the fan 
and this quieted it some. 

The same neighbor complained of noise 
from persons using the rink. She said many of 
them linger in the area after the rink is closed 
and their voices carry through her windows. 

Parking was another major concern of the 
neighbors and selectmen. The discussion 
centered on a back non-paved parking lot 
which, during times of wet periods and winter 
thaws becomes mucfdy and is not used by 
patrons who then park on sidewalks and 
lawns in the neighborhood. 

Tedesco said to pave the lot, which will 
hold 130 cars, would cost him: about $3,000, Hev.i 
•said' he dbesn’t have the finances to do this 
work.,To be forced to do so would mean he’d

have to take out bankruptcy. 

He said due to the economic situation, 
fewer persons and organizations are using the 
rink and his income has decreased con 
siderably. 

He also noted that the water in the non- 
paved parking area became worse after the 
town put in a water line across the Aberjona 
Knitting Mills site and this blocked off river 
drainage. If the parking lot was paved, it 
would still flood, he said. 

Selectmen were concerned about this and 
promised to look into the matter. 

Concerning parking, Tedesco said he will 
have three to four attendants outside the 
arena to direct cars to the back and attempt 
to keep vehicle operators from illegally 
parking in front of the ice rink. 

During game times, there are two police 
officers on duty. Their job is to direct traffic, 
ticket illegal parkers and be ready to keep 
watch inside the arena. 

If both police officers are needed inside, 
Selectman John Sullivan wondered if three 
parking attendants would be enough to 
control traffic and parking outside.

Tedcsco said he would like to light up the 
hack parking lot because the darkness 
probably keeps some from parking out there 
and also to provide security to those who do. 
Al present he has three lights on timers, he 
said, and five not yet installed because of 
complaints. 

Resident Dominic Orgettas suggested 
doing away with lights that shine in bedroom 
windows and instead install a spotlight which 
will shine on the building. 

Sullivan thought this a good idea and 
called it a "minor concession for the problem 
in the neighborhood.”

Resident Steven Colella and Selectman 
Arthur Dunbar suggested having longer in¬ 
tervals between games as a possible solution 
to reduce heavy traffic. 

Tedesco said the admission fee games will 
be played on Wednesdays and Satrudays and 
on two occasions Monday nights. 

The hockey teams involved are the 
Greater Boston Hockey League and the 
Middlesex Hockey League. 

There will be from 42 to 45 games involved. 
The Wednesday games will run from 3 to 10 


p.m. while the Saturday games will be from 
noon to 6 p.m. 

He said there will be 15 minute intervals 
between games, but noted onlookers 
sometimes arrive early and stay for more 
than one game. 

There will he no paid admissions on 
Sundays, he said, and all other income to the 
business will come from rentals by figure 
skaters or youth hockey practice. 

After the first of the year, said Tedesco, 
practice hockey will begin at 5 a.m. Figure 
skaters will arrive about 3 p.m., youth hockey 
will begin about 5 p.m. and adults will use the 
rink in the evening up to midnight. He noted 
he has one rental on Tuesday night that 
finishes up about 1 a.m. 

The rink has a seating capacity of 1,500. 

At the conclusion of the meeting — the 
license not yet granted — Selectmen 
Chairman Lawrence Smith outlined plans for 
further meetings to finalize restrictions to be 
imposed on the license. 

There will be a meeting among the town 
engineer, selectmen and Tedesco to discuss 
the drainage problem in the back parking lot. 

Tedesco is to contact the police and fire 
chiefs to learn of their recommendations for 
placement of signs which are expected to 
alleviate problems. 

Smith said he received reports from the 
Board of Health and the Building Depart¬ 
ment. Neither found deficiencies or violations 
pertaining to the rink.

Civil Service Committee in 
final report to selectmen 


“Security is the big thing.” 

This statement was made by Tim 
McCarthy, chairman of the Winchester Civil 
Service Study Committee, as he handed in 
findings of the committee’s weeks of study to 
selectmen on Monday. 

McCarthy said committee members 
talked with police chiefs, town managers and 
town officials in other towns to gather in¬ 
formation. They also got opinions from 
residents who work under Civil Service. 

Employees seem to feel Civil Service 
should stay because it provides security. 
McCarthy said the town should continue with 
Civil Service because “it is a system which 
already exists and presently is the best to be 
offered.” 

The committee is of the consensus that 
selectmen should consider alternatives. They 
seemed to feel that when and if the town has 
stronger personnel by-laws and a stronger 
Personnel Board to develop policies, then the 
day may come when Civil Service will 
naturally go. 


McCarthy said he met with Town Manager 
Thomas Groux on the subject. Groux 
developed a coding and classification of jobs 
from which you can withdraw from Civil 
Service, perhaps when the charter is in order, 
said McCarthy. 

Mrs. Phyllis Williams, one of the com¬ 
mittee members, said one thing from their 
study was “clear cut.” There is a “general 
lack of strength in our personnel system.” 

McCarthy, speaking of the Personnel 
Board, said, “They seem to be a negotiating 
group.” They do no hiring, firing or 
promotional work which is provided by Civil 
Service. "If the town did this itself, it could 
pull itself out of the mire’” he said. 

As selectmen held copies of a thick report 
from the committee, John Sullivan praised 
the group for doing a thorough*job. He said 
the report highlights “things we need to do in 
the non-Civil Service areas.” 

Besides McCarthy and Mrs. Williams, the 
committee is made up of Robert Nash, A1 
Faziano and Robert McElhinney.

In the past several weeks two articles have 
appeared in this column concerning an essay 
written in the 1870’s by Mrs. Nellie Stinson. 
The essay was argumentative in nature 
supporting first the negative and then positive 
position on women’s right to vote. 

As was mentioned in the last article there 
was never any indication as to how Mrs. 
Stinson personally felt. However the following 
excerpt from a Winchester Star article in 1911 
concerning her daughter adds an interesting 
dimension to the mother’s essay written as a 
schoolgirl over 30 years before. 

There were four headlines of different type 
face over the story as follows: Woman as 
Town Clerk, Sits on State with Moderator, 
Miss Mabel W. Stinson Enjoys This Distinc¬ 
tion, and Greet with Applause in Winchester. 

Here is the article: 

“Winchester had the unique distinction 
last evening of having a young woman occupy 
a position on the stage with the moderator and 
act in an official capacity as an officer of the 
town meeting. 

“The one who thus graced the occasion 
with her presence was Miss Mabel W. Stinson. 
In the absence of town clerk George H. 
Carter, who is confined to his home by illness, 
it fell to her lot as assistant town clerk to fill 
the position, which she did in a most efficient 
manner. 

“Her appearance with the moderator at 
the opening of the meeting was greeted with a 
round of applause in which the suffragettes in 
the south gallery joined heartily. This was 
renewed a little later in the evening when 
officer Harold, who was on duty at the hall, 
marched down the aisle bearing a large 
bouquet of carnations which the lady at the 
desk blushingly accepted. 

“Miss Stinson occupies a position which is, 
perhaps, without a parallel in the state. 
Originally employed about four years ago as 
a clerical assistant for some of the town of¬ 
ficers, she has gradually taken on more and 
more of the work about the town hall till at the 
present time she is assistant town clerk, 
deputy collector of taxes, assistant to the 
town treasurer, agent of the board of health, 


agent erf the overseers of the poor, assistant 
auditor, assistant clerk for the assessors, 
cemetery commissioners, tree warden, 
selectmen, town engineer and occasionally 
other boards and officials too numerous to 
mention. 

“Coming thus in contact with the work of 
the different departments, she has acquired a 
fund of information about town affairs that 
have made her services of immeasurable 
value to the town. 

“It is a common saying about the town 
hall, “If you want any information ask Miss 
Stinson and you will get it - and get it 
correct.” 

“Strange as it may seem to some, in these 
days of agitation for women’s rights and votes 
for women, and in spite of her activity in town 
affairs, Miss Stinson is not a suffragette, 
either militant or dormant. She is a quiet, 
demure little lady, of retiring disposition who 
attends strictly to her work and lets others do 
the talking.’’ 

A special act of the Massachusetts 
Legislature was required to allow Miss Mabel 
Stinson to become town clerk of Winchester. 
She was the first woman to hold the position of 
town clerk in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. It was a position she held 
until the late 1940’s. 

According to her neice, Mrs. Louise Fish, 
Miss Stinson was very much as The Star 
article described her. She never spoke of the 
distinction attributed to her as anything out of 
the ordinary. But that in itself is perhaps the 
most interesting point about Miss Stinson; 
perhaps there was no question in her mind as 
to what her rights were. Was the school 
exercise of her mother merely that-a school 
exercise- and thus the fate of the daughter 
merely coincidence, or was there a con¬ 
nection? We can speculate but we will never 
really know.

The Tri-Community Health Services, 
formerly the Visiting Nursing associations of 
Arlington, Lexington, and Winchester, held 
its first annual meeting recently at the 
Hancock Church in Lexington. 

New officers and directors were named: 
president, Mrs. Ara Demurjian, Arlington, 
first vice-president, Mrs. Ann .Jackson, 
Lexington; second vice-president, Mrs. David 
Dettinger, Winchester; treasurer, Frederick 
James, Lexington; secretary, Mrs. H 
Gardner Bradlee, Winchester; corresponding 
secretary, Mrs. Kenneth McVicar, Win 
Chester; assistannt treasurer, Joseph 
Trainor, Arlington. 

Under the direction of Mrs. Jayne Tappia, 
R.N. M.S.N. and her staff, Tri-Community 
Health Services is continuing to fulfill its aims 


in providing health care services to the 
communities of Arlington, Lexington, and 
Winchester.

Hearing set for traffic flow 


Next Tuesday, November 4, selectmen will 
hold a public hearing to discuss proposed 
changes to improve traffic safety and flow at 
five town intersections. 

The hearing will be held in the selectmen’s 
meeting room at the Town Hall at 7:30 p.m. 

The proposed changes originally were for 
eight locations but dwindled to five over 
recent months after discussions among 
selectmen, Town [Engineer John Ciarcia, 
Safety Officer John McKinley, represen 
taitives from Storch Engineering and Topics 
personnel 

Topics provides 70 per cent federal funding 
to Improve roadways and highway safety in 
accordance with national standards. 

Up to October 9, selectmen were divided 3 
2 in favor of accepting the concept of the 
proposed changes. Because of the vote, the 
hearing was scheduled. 

While all of the selectmen are in favor of 
making some changes, John Sullivan and 
Arthur Dunbar are against the bulk of the 
proposal feeling some will increase traffic or 
inhibit esthetics of the town 

On the question of whether the proposal 
would be accepted by Topics authorities if the 
final request for funds is limited, Topics 
Engineer William F. Pretti recently told 
selectmen that certain modifications of the 
original proposal would be acceptable as long 
as the overall package was not altered too 
drastically. 

The locations in question are the in¬ 
tersections of Cambridge and Pond streets; 
Cambridge and Wildwood streets; Church, 
Fletcher and Bacon streets; Washington. 
Skillings and Mount Vernons streets; and 
Washington and Forest street. 

Pretti and Storch engineer Lionel Rogers 
told selectmen that changes proposed for 
Bacon and Fletcher streets are particularly 
needed. 

Most of the proposed changes are for fully 
activated signals which will adjust according 


to traffic flow on a 24-hour basis. Pretti said 
the improved signals will not increase traffic 
but instead will handle existing traffic more 
smoothly. 

Though modifications are acceptable, said 
Pretti, Topics funds are for significant im¬ 
provements over what presently exists; 
otherwise they will not be acceptable. Routine 
maintenance of traffic controls will not be 
considered. 

Pretti and Rogers both gave the im¬ 
pression that if the final proposal differs 
greatly from the original study of which has 
been going on for more than a year, there is a 
chance that funding for Winchester under the 
Topics program may be jeopardized now and 
in the future. 


Study committee finds... 

The Winchester By-Law Study Committee, 
chaired by Harrison Chadwick, is making 
progress toward their goal of combining the 
new town charter with existing by-laws and 
regulations, but they are having problems. 

Chadwick told selectmen Monday that so 
far his committee has completed the section 
pertaining to town meeting and are now about 
to embark on the administrative functions of 
town manager, boards and commissions. 

He said as the committee moves forward 
they find the scope of the work “increasing 
with every meeting.” 

He said they are finding many redun¬ 
dancies and poor arrangements in the present 
by-laws but “will not recommend substantive 
changes.” 

Conflicts between the town charter and 
statutes is a real problem, he said. For 
example, the town charter says a constable is 
to be appointed by the town manager while 
the statutes suv selectmen do this 

A way to correct this might be to have his

committee recommend “perfecting amend¬ 
ments” for town meeting approval, but, said 
Chadwick, the committee does not feel this is 
their assignment. 

Another problem of compilation is that 
many of the actions of town meeting as they 
pertain to the by-laws have “never been 
translated into by-law” but instead lay in 
three drawers in the town clerk’s office. 

Chadwick said the committee has no paid 
typists. One member donates time to this 
task, but “we get bogged down on 
reproduction.” 

He said, “We need a magnetic tape 
typewriter which will permit us to erase, 
eliminate or expand.” He said it is essential 
they have legible multiple copies for each 
member of the committee as they draft and 
review. 

Chadwick appealed to the Town Manager 
and selectmen to see if they could find a way 
to purchase or rent such a typewriter. 

He said the committee is attempting to 
stay within its budget but still has to advertise 
and hold a public hearing which is expected to 
be after the December 4 special town 
meeting. 

Selectmen agreed to meet with the By-Law 
Study Committee Wednesday, November 5, to 
exchange views on certain aspects of the 
committee’s job and to see if they might 
assist in problem areas. 

The meeting, open to the public, will be 
held in the selectmen’s meeting room at 7:45 
p.m

Lexington 10-6 winner over 
a sub-par Winchester team

Conch Billy Tighe’s Minutcmen came to 
Henry T. Knowllon Stadium last Saturday 
afternoon and went home with a 10-6 triumph 
over Winchester. They tallied all ten points 
during the first half with Winchester scoring 
in the fourth period. 

Tri-captain Mark Cullen was lost for this 
game and the season when his knee locked at 
home. He was taken to the hospital and after 
x-rays were studied it was decided that im¬ 
mediate surgery would he in order. So. the 
195-pound punier, passer and quarterback 
has played his last football game for Coach 
Manny Marshall 

Tri captain Donnie Ball was also out of the 
starting lineup with a bad leg. However, he 
came off the bench in the second half and 


scored the lone Sachem touchdown. Another 
starting back ran afoul the school rules and 
sat out this one on a suspension. So. Win¬ 
chester had Sophomore Don Allard at 
quarterback and various groupings of backs 
instead of the more experienced regulars. 

This is by no means an alibi, nor is it 
meant to discredit the victory of the 
Minutemen. Winchester had the pigskin for 
only 19 plays in the entire first half and 
managed only a single first down. There was 
some improvement in the second half, and 
although the Sachems scored, they did not 
really threaten the Lexington lead, hut did not 
allow the visitors a first down. 


Bill McGinly kicked ott and Bill Stewart 
grabbed the ball at the five yard line and 
raced out to the 45, He was almost away for a 
touchdown hut one Sachem managed to flag 
him down. Failing to gain, the Minutemen 
punted to the Winchester 17. It was the same 
story with Winchester and Chris Gill punted 
to little Chris Agresti, who brought the ball 
back ten yards to the Sachem 46. 

Two plays found Dave Scott making a first 
down at the Winchester .'16. In the ensuing 
series a fourth down pass from Dave 
Zierhoffer to Stewart was inches short of a 
first down as Bob Maggio pulled him down 
after the reception. Three plays found Win¬ 
chester with 19 yeards to go for a first down 
and Gill punted to the Lexington 43. On the 
second play Zierhoffer was trapped by John 
Cnlarese and injured his neck. After a delay 
of about ten minutes he was taken to the 
hospital by ambulance. It was deemed ad¬ 
visable to operate, but no serious con¬ 
sequences are expected. By a strange quirk of 
fate Zierhoffer was also hurt in last year’s 
Lexington-Winchester game. 

Barclay Schultz a rangy quarterback took 
over, and his first play was a pass to Stewart 
on which the Sachems were ruled guilty of 
interference.

Rev. Justus J. Fennel, 
pastoral counselor at the Union 
Church in Waban and Hancock 
Church in I^exington, will be 
the fourth speaker in the 
Winchester Interfaith 
Education Committee’s fall 
series on Marriage and Family 
Life Tuesday, Nov. 4 at 8 p.m.

Moderate outbreak 
of flu is due here 

Massachusetts will again have an out¬ 
break of influenza this winter but of moderate 
intensity. 

These are the words of Dr. Nicholas J. 
Fiumara, director of the Division of Com¬ 
municable and Venereal Diseases of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 

According to Fiumara the past two winters 
has brought Influenza A, w’hich first appeared 
in 1933 and has had several variants. The 
newest strain is called the Scotland strain and 
was discovered in 1974. 

' Fiumara notes, that since Influencza B has 
not appeared irt the state during the past two 
winters, it is expected that it will occur this 
year together with Influenza A. But the 
outbreak should be only of moderate in¬ 
tensity, he says. 

Those who should be immunized against 
flu are as follows: 

. Persons in the older age group. 

. Persons in nursing or convalescent 
homes, rest homes and other facilities where 
elderly persons are residing. 

. Persons of any age who have chronic 
disease, such as cardiovascular, pulmonary, 
renal or metabolic disorders. 

. Persons who provide essential com¬ 
munity services such as those employed by 
the police and fire departments, public 
utilities and medical personnel. 

Persons in these categories should contact 
their personal physicians and make 
arrangements for immunization. 

In a report to the local Board of Health, 
Fiumara says characteristically, influenza 
appears suddenly in epidemic form, at¬ 
tacking young and old alike and almost as 
suddenly fades away, only to attack another 
area. 

Patients complain of headache, 
lacrimation, nasal discharge, sore throat and 
generalized aches and pains. Fever may be 
mild to severe. The whole illness usually lasts 
less than five days. Treatment is supportive.
